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GENERAL  SUMMARY 


This  month  was  the  second  wettest  January  of  record.  It  averaged  warm  and  gloomy.  Severe  glaze  condi- 
tions affected  areas  of  the  extreme  western  portion  of  the  State. 

During  the  first  16  days  of  the  month  temperatures  averaged  above  normal,  with  about  one-half  of  that 
period  in  the  unseasonably  warm  class.  On  the  8th  and  15th  readings  were  more  than  20°  above  normal 
throughout  the  State.  Sub-normal  temperatures  of  importance  were  largely  limited  to  two  periods  of 
about  four  days  duration,  from  the  17th  to  20th  and  28th  to  31st.  The  first  mentioned  cold  period  was 
by  no  means  State-wide  and  for  the  entire  month  only  the  29-30th  averaged  markedly  below  normal.  Only 
over  about  a  15-county  area  in  the  extreme  northwestern  portion  of  the  State  did  temperatures  drop  to 
10°  or  more  below  zero.  Most  of  the  southern  division  escaped  zero  temperatures.  Several  stations  in 
the  most  northwesterly  counties  had  zero  or  lower  on  6  to  8  dates. 

Precipitation  occurred  with  unusual  frequency  for  January.  The  number  of  days  with  precipitation  aver- 
,aged  about  13  compared  with  a  normal  of  8.  Heavy  to  excessive  amounts  of  rainfall  occurred  in  the 
southern  division  about  the  4th,  16-18th  and  23rd-27th.  A  considerable  number  of  central  division  sta- 
tions had  heavy  rainfall  also  around  these  dates.  In  scattered  localities  rainfall  exceeded  an  inch 
also  in  the  central  and  southern  divisions  on  the  lOth-llth.  South  of  a  line  extending  roughly  from 
McHenry  to  Adams  county  snowfall  generally  totalled  but  a  few  inches.  Severe  ice  storms  occurred  about 
the  lOth  and  on  the  17-18th.  The  first  storm  was  most  severe  in  the  west-central  counties  lying  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  and  Illinois  rivers  and  to  the  immediate  eastward  of  the  latter  river.  Ice  ac- 
cumulated to  a  reported  diameter  of  1  1/2  inches  on  utility  wires  in  some  localities.  In  the  storm  of 
the  17th  most  of  the  above  area  was  affected  and  the  counties  of  St.  Clair  and  Monroe  to  Jackson  were 
also  severely  affected.  While  generally  the  accumulation  of  ice  was  not  so  heavy  on  the  17-18th  as 
about  the  lOth,  wind  was  the  big  factor  in  downing  utility  lines.  It  is  estimated  that  the  two  storms 
damaged  utilities  in  the  amount  of  $775,000.  Damage  to  telephones  was  nearly  half  of  this  amount.  The 
Illinois  Bell  reported  that  777  poles  had  to  be  restored  plus  249  miles  of  copper  and  steel  wire.  Trees 
suffered  considerably.  Some  traffic  accidents  were  reported  because  of  icy  streets  and  highways.  Re- 
ports of  many  persons  injured  from  falls  on  the  ice  were  received  and  at  least  one  person  died  from 
such  an  accident. 

Winter  crops  were  apparently  not  adversely  affected  to  any  important  extent  by  the  month's  weather,  ex- 
cept by  flooding  in  limited  areas  of  the  extreme  south.  Livestock  generally  remained  in  good  condition. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  30.2°,  which  is  2.6°  above  normal.  The  monthly  mean  temperature 
ranged  from  41.0°  at  Cairo  to  21.6°  at  Stockton.  The  highest  temperature  recorded  in  the  State  was  71° 
at  Harrisburg  on  the  15th  and  the  lowest  was  -23°  at  Freeport  on  the  20th. 


PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  6.09  inches,  which  is  3.75  inches  above  normal  for  January. 
The  total  amounts  recorded  at  the  various  stations  ranged  from  13.16  inches  at  Cairo  to  1.12  inches  at 
Rochelle.  The  heaviest  precipitation  reported  in  any  one  day  was  5.80  inches  at  Cairo  on  the  24th.  The 
monthly  average  snowfall  was  3.1  inches  or  2.6  inches  less  than  normal.  Monthly  snowfall  totals  ranged 
from  12.9  inches  at  Rockford  Airport  to  a  trace  at  several  southern  stations.  The  greatest  depth  of 
snow  reported  on  ground  over  the  State  during  the  month  was  0.8  inch  at  Dixon  on  the  19th. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


In  addition  to  the  climatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  from  Hy- 
droclimatic  Network  Stations  which  were  forinorly  reproduced  in  the  Hydrologic 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatlc  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain 
gages  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  pre- 
cipitation. It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers, Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations 
in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the 
planning  of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This 
Network,  now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain 
gages,  has  been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  trans- 
ferred annually  to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  trans- 
fers averaged  about  3250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly 
$375,000  since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  %f3rk , 
and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per 
year  to  meet  the  increasing    needs  of  their    program    In    the    Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydroclimatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulletins)  which  were 
issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  refer- 
ence copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  inspection  may 
be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available  through 
the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and  individuals 
as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 


February  1949  was  the  fourth  successive  month  with  temperatures  averaging  well  above  normal.  The 
month  had  the  usual  amount  of  sunshine,   approximately  one-half  of  possible. 

Precipitation  somewhat  exceeded  normal , although  snowfall  averaged  only  about  half  of the  February 
normal.  Most  of  the  month's  precipitation  occurred  between  the  12th  and  15th.  Many  stations  had 
a  daily  measurement  exceeding  an  inch  during  this  period  and  several  southern  division  stations 
amounts  exceeding  2  inches.  Also,  numerous  localities  reported  sleet  or  freezing  rain.  Surveys 
indicated  that  neither  the  sleet  nor  freezing  rain  was  sufficiently  heavy  to  be  significantly 
damaging  except  in  localities  of  the  Rock  Island — Knox  County  area.  Utility  wires  were  broken, 
and  some  automobile  and  personal  accidents  occurred,  particularly  in  the  Moline  and  Victoria 
areas.  Damage  was  estimated  at  about  $2500.  Several  inches  of  snow  fell  over  most  of  the  north- 
ern and  central  divisions  between  the  3d  and  6th.  Melting  of  the  accumulation  of  surface  mois- 
ture during  the  latter  part  of  February,  together  with  many  rather  heavy  rains  between  the  12th 
and  15th  and  subsequent  lighter  falls  about  the  21st,  24th,  and  27th,  kept  surface  soil  very  wet 
in  areas.  Resultant  run-off  developed  rather  high  water  in  some  streams  and  rivers,  the  latter 
applying  particularly  to  the  Kaskaskia  and  Rock  rivers. 

Temperatures  averaged  much  above  normal  on  the  12th,  and  readings  were  consistently  above  normal 
from  about  the  17th  through  the  24th,  with  the  18th  the  warmest  day  of  the  month.  Cold  periods 
were  of  but  a  fev;  days'  duration  in  every  instance.  Zero  temperatures  were  confined  to  the  fore 
part  of  February  and  ranged  from  4-6  mornings  in  five  of  the  extreme  northern  tier  of  counties 
to     1    or     2    mornings  at  four     stations  in  the  extreme     northern  part    of  the  central  division. 

Winter  crops  came  through  the  month  in  generally  satisfactory  condition.  There  was  a  little 
seeding  of  clover  in  the  extreme  south  toward  the  close  of  the  month. 


TEMPERATURE 


The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  32.0°,  which  was  2.0°  above  normal.  The  monthly  mean  tem- 
perature ranged  from  21.7°  at  Freeport  to  42.9°  at  Cairo.  The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  State  was  70°  at  El izabethtown  on  the  14th,  and  the  lowest  -15°  at  Freeport  on  the  2d. 


PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  2.63  inches, which  is  0.70  inch  above  normal  for  Feb- 
ruary. The  total  amounts  recorded  at  the  various  stations  ranged  from  6.01  inches  at  Cairo  to 
1.07  inch  at  Ste  Marie  Mission.  The  heaviest  precipitation  reported  in  any  one  day  was  3.12 
inches  at  Grand  Chain  on  the  14th.  The  monthly  average  of  snowfall  was  2.6  inches,  or  2.7 
inches  below  normal.       The  greatest  monthly  amount  was  8.5  inches  at  Rockford  Airport. 
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and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydroc 1 imat ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series,  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  --  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  thfe  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index,

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dinensional  units  nsed  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures 
in  **F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  aoveaent  in  niles.  Evapora- 
tion is  Measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  dianeter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°  F.  and  relative  huaidlty  values  at 
temperatures  below  32°  F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.     Therefore,   these  hygro  aetric  values  before  and 
after  January  1,   1949,  cannot  accurately  be  conbined  without  necessary  conversion. 

Then  hourly  precipitation  is  nissing  or  accumlated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  In  Table  4. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Data  in  Tables  3,  5  and  6  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  See  the 
Station  Index  for  observation  tine.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

Temperature  and  precipitation  each  averaged  approximately  normal  for  the  month,  but  there  was  con- 
siderable variation  in  precipitation  amounts  over  the  State.  Moderately  heavy  precipitation  oc- 
curred in  much  of  the  extreme  south,  while  over  most  of  the  central  portion  and  a  large  part  of 
the  extreme  north  precipitation  was  somewhat  below  normal  for  March.  Temperatures  averaged  a  lit- 
tle under  normal  at  all  but  a  few  localities  in  the  extreme  south  and  also  in  the  western  and 
southern  counties  of  the  central  portion.  Elsewhere  temperatures  generally  were  slightly  above 
the  normal  for  the  month. 

After  a  cold  March  1  temperatures  moderated  and  were  generally  above  normal  until  the  9th.  A  pro- 
longed cold  spell  set  in  on  the  9th,  and  unseasonable  low  temperatures  persisted  through  the  19th. 
Mild  weather  prevailed  from  the  20th  to  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  first  precipitation  of  general  consequence  fell  on  the  8th-10th,  several  localities  in  the  ex- 
treme south  reporting  over  2  inches  during  that  period.  From  then  until  the  21st  precipitation 
occurred  frequently  in  the  extreme  south,  but  very  little  fell  in  the  central  and  northern  sec- 
tions. General  rains  occurrrd  on  the  21st- 22d,  the  26th,  and  the  30th-31st,  many  stations  in  the 
extreme  north  receiving  over  half  of  their  total  precipitation  during  the  last  two  days  of  the 
month.  Total  snowfall  was  very  light  over  the  north  and  in  all  but  the  extreme  southern  counties 
of  central  Illinois,  The  extreme  south,  however,  received  frequent  snows  between  the  9th  and  19th, 
totaling  several  inches  in  most  localities. 

On  the  evening  of  the  30th  a  tornado  originated  near  Kemper  in  Jersey  County  and  moved  to  one  mile 
west  of  Reeder  in  Macoupin  County,  Heaviest  damage  was  to  five  farm  properties  located  2  miles 
west  of  Chesterfield,  but  roofs  of  nine  buildings  in  Kemper  also  were  damaged.  No  injuries  were 
reported.  Total  estimated  loss  was  $35,000.  Floods  along  the  Rock  and  Pecatonica  Rivers  caused 
slight  property  damage  during  March. 

Oat  seeding  was  well  under  way  over  the  State  by  the  end  of  March  although  field  work  was  retarded 
by  wet  soil  in  the  extreme  south.  Grains  and  fruit  trees  came  through  the  winter  with  very  little 
damage.  Showers  near  the  end  of  the  month  generally  improved  the  winter  wheat  crop.  Peach 
orchards  near  the  southern  tip  of  Illinois  were  in  full  bloom  at  the  end  of  the  month. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  41.1°,  which  is  0.1°  above  normal.  The  monthly  mean  temp- 
erature ranged  from  48.4°  at  Cairo  to  34.8°  at  Stockton.  The  highest  temperature  recorded  in  the 
State  was  79°  at  Harrisbxirg  on  the  25th  and  at  Quincy  on  the  29th;  the  lowest  temperature  was  5° 
at  Stockton  on  the  1st. 


PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  3.21  inches,  which  is  .01  inch  above  normal  for  March. 
The  total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  8.34  inches  at  Elizabethtown  to  1.28 
inches  at  Carpenter.  The  heaviest  precipitation  reported  in  any  one  day  was  3.18  inches  at  Cairo 
on  the  26th.  The  monthly  average  snowfall  was  2.3  inches  or  1.5  inches  less  than  normal.  Monthly 
snowfall  totals  ranged  from  13.7  inches  at  Waterloo  to  a  Trace  at  many  central  and  northern  sta- 
tions. The  greatest  depth  of  snow  reported  on  ground  over  the  State  during  the  month  was  6  inches 
at  Red  Bud  on  the  10th. 
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In  addition  to  the  cl imatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydroclimatic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  —  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipit- tlon.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has'been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corp;;  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  yi.ir  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  reclamation  has  transferred  about 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.   Weather  Bureau,   Washington  25,  D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

REFERENCE  NOTES 

The  four  digit  Identification  numbers  in  the  Index  number  colunii  of  the  Station  Index 
are  assigned  on  a  state  basis.     There  will  be  no  duplication  of  numbers  within  a  State. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of 
this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are 
either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures 
in  °F ,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Evapora- 
tion is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,   1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32''F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32"  F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.     Therefore,   these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after  January  1.   1949,  cannot  accurately  be  combined  without  necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

Amounts  In  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  In  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  Indicated.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

The  month  averaged  slightly  cooler  and  much  drier  than  normal,  this  being  the  driest  April  since 
that  of  1934.  Precipitation  was  especially  deficient  in  the  extreme  south,  nearly  all  stations 
in  that  division  being  two  inches  or  more  under  normal  for  the  month.  Sunshine  was  more  abundant 
than  usual  for  April,  especially  in  the  extreme  north.  No  damaging  storms  occurred  during  the 
month . 


The  first  four  days  of  April  were  rather  cool  but  from  the  5th  through  the  13th  temperatures 
were  generally  above  normal.  Colder  weather  moved  into  the  State  on  the  14th,  persisting  until 
the  20th,  with  most  stations  registering  their  lowest  temperatures  of  the  month  on  the  morning 
of  the  16th.  Minimum  readings  were  below  20°  on  the  16th  at  several  localities  in  the  extreme 
north.     Temperatures  averaged  above  normal  for  the  last  ten  days  of  April. 

Little  precipitation  of  consequence  occurred  in  Illinois  before  the  14th  but  from  the  14th 
through  the  17th  precipitation  totalled  over  an  inch  in  many  localities.  On  the  15th  snow  fell 
over  much  of  the  State  but  melted  as  it  reached  the  surface  except  in  portions  of  northern 
Illinois  where  snow  accumulated  to  a  depth  of  several  inches.  Showers  were  general  on  the  21- 
22d  and  again  on  the  26-27th,  most  extreme  southern  localities  receiving  their  heaviest  precipi- 
tation of  the  month  during"  the  Latter  period. 


Field  work  ceneraily  was  well  advanced  on  Illinois  farms  in  April  with  all  growing  crops  mainly 
in  good  condition.  Plowing  for  corn  and  soybeans  was  well  along  at  the  end  of  the  month  with  a 
small  amount  of  each  crop  planted  in  southern  Illinois.  Winter  wheat  had  good  stands  and  color 
and  was  Just  beginning  to  head  in  the  extreme  south  at  the  end  of  April.  The  oat  crop  was  gene- 
rally in  good  condition  but  needed  additional  moisture.  Truck  and  gardens  were  a  little  late. 
Prospects  appeared  favorable  for  good  crops  of  tree  fruits. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  51.6°,  which  is  0.9*  below  normal  for  the  month.  The 
monthly  mean  temperatures  ranged  from  58.4°  at  Cairo  to  44.7°  at  Waukegan.  The  highest  tempera- 
ture recorded  in  the  State  was  88°  at  Carlyle  on  the  23d  and  the  lowest  13°  at  Freeport  on  the 
16th. 


PRECIPITATION 


The  average  pi ec ipi tat  ion  for  the  State  was  1.77  inches,  which  is  1.79  inches  below  normal  for 
April.  The  total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  3.00  inches  at  Rockford  CAA 
to  0.60  inch  at  New  Burnsidc.  The  heaviest  precipitation  reported  in  any  one  day  was  1.36 
inches  at  New  Boston  on  the  15th.  The  monthly  average  of  snowfall  was  0.4  inch  or  0.3  inch  less 
than  normal.  The  greatest  monthly  amount  was  5,0  inches  at  Oregon  and  Paw  Paw  while  some  central 
and  many  southern  localities  had  none.  The  greatest  depth  on  the  ground  was  5.0  inches  at 
Paw  Paw  on  the  15th. 


ACKNOWLEDGUENTS 


In  addition  to  the  cl  imatologrical  data  from  some  6,000  Wenther  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydroc 1 iroat ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gagas  --  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  rf  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  C  .rp  ,  ;  En;;i  :ee-s  Popailra'nt  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precii  j tatiOD  stations  in  order  tc  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  -vere  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  tae  Corp-^  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  no7-  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recorainp,  and  1,000  nod-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  leather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transflerred  annually 
to  the  Weather  .'  ureau  bj  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250  000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  /^s.riculturc 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  requited  in  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  ol  Reclamation  has  transferred  about. 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  are^s  embi.ifin'< 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  estal-li^bed  tr  *ee . 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  abov  .  n. 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  d^.strll  .tio-i 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  i»r.o 
ies.  -A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrolo^^ic  bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  appll-  ation 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,   Washington  25,  D.C.

E  vapor  a- 
t ion  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  I,   1949,   dewpoint  values  below  32°F.   and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32°F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice.  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after  January  1,   1949,  cannot  accurately  be  combined  without  necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,   only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.  Traces  are  not  shown.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

This  month  was  the  warmest  May  in  five  years  and  the  driest  since  1939.  Precipitation  totaled  somewhat  above 
normal  in  several  east-central  and  southwestern  localities  but  was  generally  much  below  the  May  average  else- 
where in  the  State.  Tornadoes  hit  three  Illinois  localities  on  the  21st,  resulting  in  nine  deaths  and  nearly 
1-1/2  million  dollars  in  property  damage.  Sunshine  averaged  above  normal  for  the  month,  especially  in  the 
southern  half  of  the  State. 

A  warm  spell  which  began  in  the  latter  part  of  April  continued  through  the  first  week  of  May.  Temperatures 
were  far  above  the  seasonal  normal  from  the  3d  through  the  6th,  nearly  all  stations  reporting  maximum  readings 
in  the  lower  90's  on  one  or  more  days  of  this  period.  Rather  cool  weather  moved  in  on  the  10-llth,  temperatures 
dropping  to  the  30 's  in  the  north  and  to  the  lower  40 ' s  in  the  south  on  the  morning  of  the  11th.  A  week  of  warm 
weather  began  on  the  12th,  followed  by  a  prolonged  cool  spell  which  prevailed  from  the  20th  through  the  29th. 
Minimiun  temperatures  dropped  to  the  40 's  over  much  of  the  State  on  the  25-28th. 

Precipitation  occurred  on  the  1st,  followed  by  a  dry  spell  which  lasted  until  the  8th.  General  showers  on  the 
8-lOth  brought  heavy  precipitation  to  many  southern  localities  but  little  of  consequence  to  most  of  the  north. 
From  the  14th  to  the  27th  showers  and  thunderstorms  occurred  frequently,  most  northern  and  central  localities 
receiving  practically  all  of  their  May  rainfall  in  this  period.  Heavy  showers  fell  most  frequently  on  the  19th 
and  between  the  21st  and  26th,  but  some  areas  received  considerable  precipitation  between  the  14th  and  18th. 

The  crop  outlook  was  generally  good  at  the  end  of  May  despite  deficiencies  in  rainfall.  Corn  planting  was  over 
90  percent  completed  in  the  central  and  northern  portions  of  the  State  and  about  70  percent  finished  in  the  ex- 
treme south;  much  of  the  crop  was  up  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Winter  wheat  and  oats  were  in  good  condition 
generally.     Considerable  of  the  soybean  crop  was  sown  and  some  was  up.     Fruit  prospects  were  good  in  all  areas. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  65.1°,  which  is  2.4°  above  normal  for  the  month.  The  monthly  mean  temp- 
eratures ranged  from  71.1°  at  Cairo  to  57.3°  at  Waukegan.  The  highest  temperature  recorded  in  the  State  was  95° 
at  LaSalle  on  the  5th,   and  the  lowest  30°  at  Marengo,  Sycamore,  and  Waukegan  on  the  11th. 

PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  2.77  inches,  which  is  1.35  inches  below  normal  for  May.  The  total 
amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  6.13  inches  at  Edwardsville  to  0.62  inch  at  Marengo.  The 
heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  2.90  inches  at  Wilcox  on  the  10th.  A  few  stations  inthe  northern 
half  of  the  State  reported  a  trace  of  snow  during  the  month. 


TORNADOES 

Three  tornadoes  struck  Illinois  late  in  the  afternoon  of  the  21st.  The  most  severe  of  the  three  formed  in 
Missouri  northwest  of  St.  Louis  and  hit  Wood  River  after  crossing  the  Mississippi  River.  Five  persons  were 
killed  and  sixty  others  injured  in  the  Wood  River  area.  About  200  homes  and  150  other  buildings  were  destroyed 
and  several  hundred  structures  were  damaged.  An  oil  refinery  also  was  extensively  damaged.  Several  farms  were 
hit  and  500  acres  of  timber  destroyed.  Total  property  damage  was  estimated  at  $1,300,000.  Another  tornado 
struck  the  west  end  of  Palestine  and  moved  northeastward  into  Indiana.  Four  persons  were  killed  and  seven  in- 
jured in  Palestine  by  the  storm.  Five  buildings  were  demolished,  including  a  water  pumping  station,  and  twenty 
other  buildings  were  damaged;  property  loss  estimated  at  $70,000.  The  third  tornado  formed  in  Brown  County  near 
Mt .  Sterling  and  moved  northeastward  12  miles  through  a  rural  area.  Eight  farm  properties  were  hit  and  several 
homes  and  barns  were  destroyed  or  damaged,  but  no  one  was  killed  or  injured.  Property  damage  was  estimated  at 
$40 , 000 . 

HAILSTORMS 

Hailstorms  struck  the  Coalton-Nokomis  area  of  Montgomery  County  and  also  near  Jonesboro  in  Union  County  on  the 
9th.  Most  of  the  damage  in  these  areas  was  to  crops,  total  losses  estimated  at  $2,000  and  $15 , 000 , respectively . 
A  wind  and  hailstorm  hit  a  forty-square-mile  area  in  Pulaski  County  on  the  20th.  Considerable  strawberries  and 
tree  fruits  were  destroyed,  one  new  building  demolished  and  many  other  structures  damaged.  A  few  persons 
suffered  slight  injuries.     Crop  and  property  loss* s  were  estimated  at  $100,000. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENT 


In  addition  to  the  climatological  data  from  some  6.000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocliraatic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroc 1 imat ic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  —  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2.000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the    Bureau  of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  need^  of  their  program  in  the 
western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  ior  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

Evapora- 
tion is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32**F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32°?.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after     January     1,   1949,     cannot  accurately     be  combined  without     necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4,

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The  month  averaged  considerably  warmer  and  a  little  wetter  than  normal  for  June.  Mean  temperatures 
ranged  from  near  normal  at  a  few  extreme  southern  localities  to  several  degrees  above  normal  over 
most  of  the  rer.iainder  of  the  State.  Rainfall  totaled  somewhat  under  the  June  average  for  a  large 
part  of  northern  and  central  Illinois  but  was  above  normal  in  most  areas  elsewhere.  Sunshine  averaged 
near  normal  for  the  month  in  the  north  and  central  portions  but  was  deficient  in  the  extreme  south. 
On  June  13  lightning  set  off  dynamite  in  a  limestone  mine  near  Valmeyer,  killing  two  workmen  and 
seriously  injuring  another.  On  the  23d  high  winds  and  hail  hit  Morgan  County,  damaging  several  build- 
ings, blowing  down  many  trees,  and  injuring  growing  crops;  property  damage  and  crop  loss  estimated  at 
$100,000. 

Temperatures  generally  were  well  above  the  seasonal  average  for  the  first  week  of  June.  A  cool  spell 
moved  into  the  State  on  the  7th  and  most  stations  recorded  their  lowest  temperatures  of  the  month  on 
the  8th.  On  the  morning  of  the  8th  temperatures  dropped  to  the  30 's  near  the  Wisconsin  border  and  to 
the  40 's  over  the  remainder  of  the  north  and  most  of  the  central  portion.  Temperatures  were  above 
normal  from  the  10th  through  the  13th,  followed  by  a  few  days  of  cooler  weather.  A  prolonged  warm 
spell  began  on  the  17-18th,  continuing  through  the  remainder  of  June.  Temperatures  often  reached  the 
90 's  during  this  period,   especially  in  the  last  week  of  the  month. 

Scattered  showers  fell  during  the  first  few  days  of  the  month,  some  localities  receiving  an  inch  or 
more  of  rain  during  this  period.  Dry  weather  prevailed  after  the  4th  until  the  10th  in  the  central 
and  southern  portions  and  until  the  13th  in  the  extreme  north.  From  the  13th  through  the  15th  showers 
were  frequent  and  often  heavy,  amounts  ox  one  to  two  inches  and  more  being  recorded  at  many  stations 
in  a  24-hour  period.  Except  for  showers  in  scattered  central  and  southern  localities,  dry  conditions 
prevailed  from  the  16th  to  the  21st,  when  another  period  of  frequent  showers  began  which  lasted  until 
the  29th.  Many  heavy  amounts  were  recorded  in  this  period,  especially  after  the  22d.  Some  northern 
localities  over  limited  areas  received  insufficient  rainfall  to  properly  care  for  crops. 

Crop  prospects  were  much  above  normal  at  the  end  of  June.  Corn  planting  was  completed  early  in  the 
month,  and  the  crop  averaged  over  three  feet  in  height  as  the  month  ended.  Soybeans  were  all  planted 
by  mid- June  and  were  making  good  progress.  Harvesting  of  the  largest  winter  wheat  crop  since  1931 
was  well  under  way  at  the  end  of  the  month.     Commercial  fruit  prospects  were  good. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  74.7°,  which  is  2.5°  above  normal  for  the  month.  The  monthly 
mean  temperatures  ranged  from  69.9°  at  Waukegan  to  78°  at  Cairo.  The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  State  was  104°  at  Harrisburg  on  the  30th,  and  the  lowest  was  34°  at  Marengo  on  the  8th. 

PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation     for  the  State  was    4.19  inches,  which  is    0.17  inch  above  normal  for  June. 

The  total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  8.30  inches  at  Fairfield  to  1.71  inches  at 

Virden.     The  heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  4.87  inches  at  Grafton  on  the  27th. 
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In  addition  to  the  climatological  data  from  sone  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocl imat ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocl imat ic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  --  mostly  of  the  recording  tyoe  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1.000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the     Bureau  of  Reclamation     has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  tlie  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau.  Washington  25.  D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of 
this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are 
either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are;  Temperatures 
in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Evapora- 
tion is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32°F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  Ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after     January     1,   1949,     cannot  accurately    be  combined  without     necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated.

Also  on  the  20th  a  storm  downed  trees,  destroyed 
several  roofs,  and  flooded  streets  and  basements  at  Granite  City;  damage  estimated  $15,000. 

On  the  21st  heavy  rains  flooded  some  sections  of  Danville.  Property  loss  estimated  at  $100  000  was  caused 
at  Tiskilwa  on  the  21st  by  a  flash  flood  which  damaged  a  large  number  of  homes  and  automobiles. An  electri- 
storm  on  the  same  date  destroyed  a  barn,  blew  down  trees  and  flooded  basements  in  the  Watseka  area; 
proplr^Jloss  estimated  $10,000.  Minor  damage  resulted  from  electrical  storms  in  Logan  County  and  in  the 
Springfield  area  on  the  21st;  a  Springfield  motorist  was  injured  by  a  falling  tree  limb. 

In  the  Moline  area  three  homes  were  damaged  by  lightning  and  a  few  streets  were  flooded  during  an  electri- 
cal storm  on  the  29th;  property  damage  estimated  $5,000.

TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  78.6°,  which  is  2.2°  above  normal  for  the  month.  The  monthly  mean 
temperatures  ranged  from  82.3°  at  Cairo  to  74.9°  at  Stockton  and  Waukegan.The  highest  temperature  recorded 
in  the  State  was  103°  at  Pana  on  the  2nd  and  also  at  LaSalle  on  the  3rd,  and  the  lowest  was  50  at  Aurora 
and  Freeport  on  the  31st. 

PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  4.40  inches,  which  is  1.16  inches  above  normal  for  July-  The 
total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  11.64  inches  at  Hardin  to  0.86  inch  at  Ste.  Marie 
Mission  House.  The  heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  6.72  inches  at  Elsah  on  the  20th. 
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In  addition  to  the  cllmatologlcal  data  from  some  6.000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocl iraa t ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
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continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  t lood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the    Bureau  of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  need^  of  their  program  in  the 
western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
cliraatlc  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  i or  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  .Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  lor  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

The  four  digit  identification  numbers  in  the  index  number  column  of  the  Station  Index 
are  assigned  on  a  state  basis.     There  will  be  no  duplication  of  numbers  within  a  State. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of 
this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are 
either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures 
in  °F ,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Evapora- 
tion is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32°F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after    January     1,   1949,     cannot  accurately    be  combined  without     necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,   unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Data  in  Tables  3,  5,  and  6  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  See  the 
Station  Index  for  observation  time.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

August  temperatures  ranged  from  a  little  above  normal  in  the  Northern  Division  to  slightly  under 
average  for  the  month  in  most  of  the  extreme  south.  Precipitation  totaled  somewhat  under  normal 
over  most  of  the  State.     Sunshine  was  abundant  during  August. 

The  first  few  days  of  the  month  were  cool,  followed  by  a  warm  spell  which  began  generally  on  the 
6th  and  continued  through  the  18th.  Most  stations  registered  their  highest  temperatures  of  the 
month  between  the  7th  and  11th,  when  afternoon  temperatures  reached  the  90 's  over  most  of  the 
State. 

Showers  occurred  generally  on  the  1st  and  2d  and  in  the  extreme  south  also  on  the  3d  and  4th.  Dry 
weather  then  prevailed  until  the  10th.  Showers  fell  over  nearly  all  of  Illinois  on  the  11th  and 
12th,  and  were  especially  heavy  in  the  western  half  of  the  Northern  Division  on  the  11th.  Several 
stations  recorded  over  3  inches  of  rain  on  the  11th  and  Rock  Island  received  7.50  inches  in  2  days. 

Many  streets  and  basements  were  flooded  in  Waukegan  on  the  evening  of  the  10th;  damage  estimated 
at  $3,000.  On  the  11th  heavy  rains  flooded  many  homes,  stores,  and  factories  in  the  Rock  Island — 
Moline  area,  causing  property  loss  approaching  $1,000,000;  a  child  was  drowned  in  a  flooded  drain- 
age ditch.  A  wind  and  rainstorm  damaged  many  trees  and  telephone  lines  in  Logan  County  on  the  11th; 
property  damage  estimated  at  $2,000.  Also  on  the  11th,  wind  and  hail  hit  the  Collinsville  area, 
uprooting  some  trees  and  damaging  others. 

Showers  fell  frequently  from  the  17th  through  the  19th,  followed  by  cooler  and  dry  weather.  Temp- 
eratures rose  above  normal  again  from  the  24th  through  the  27th.  The  last  few  days  of  the  month 
were  showery  with  seasonable  temperatures,  until  turning  cool  on  the  31st, 

The  Lincoln  area  was  hit  by  wind  and  heavy  rain  on  the  27th;several  trees  were  blown  down,  utility 
lines  were  damaged,  and  many  basements  flooded;  property  damage  estimated  at  $3,000.  In  the  Red 
Bud  area  hail  damaged  several  automobiles  and  stripped  some  corn  on  the  30th;  property  and  crop 
damage  estimated  at  $5,000.  High  winds  damaged  trees  and  flattened  some  corn  on  the  31st  in  Me 
Henry  and  Lake  Counties. 

The  corn  and  soybean  crops  were  in  good  to  excellent  condition  at  the  end  of  August.  Corn  was  ad- 
vanced 1  to  2  weeks  ahead  of  normal  and  maturing  rapidly.  Soybean  podding  and  filling  were  excell- 
ent generally.  Fall  plowing  was  well  along  where  moisture  was  adequate  but  was  restricted  in  the 
drier  areas.

TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  74.6°,  which  is  normal  for  the  month.  The  monthly  mean 
temperatures  ranged  from  79.1°  at  Cairo  to  71.3°  at  Freeport  and  Kewanee.  The  highest  temperature 
recorded  in  the  State  was  99°  at  Pana  on  the  11th,  the  lowest  was  45°  at  Kewanee  and  Stockton  on 
the  21st,  at  Newton  on  the  22d,  and  at  Freeport,  Morrison,  and  Rockford  CAA  on  the  31st. 

PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  2.90  inches,  which  is  0.46  inch  below  normal  for  Aug- 
ust. The  total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  9.52  inches  at  Rock  Island  to  0.50 
inch  at  Des  Plaines.  The  heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  5.23  inches  at  Marseilles 
on  the  12th. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENT 


In  addition  to  the  cl Imatological  data  from  some  6.000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations.  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  llydrocllmatic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  ol  rain  gages  —  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  lyii  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  In  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  hy  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network.  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2.000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained hy  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  .SaSO.OOO  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375  000 
since  th.it  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work.     and  since     1947  the    Bureau  of  Reclamation     has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  ; r  "^j  of  their  program  in  the 
western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduclion  i.  this  bulletin  Series.  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  is.sutd  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25.  D.C.

The  four  digit  identification  numbers  in  the  index  number  column  of  the  Station  Index 
are  assigned  on  a  state  basis.     There  will  be  no  duplication  of  numbers  within  a  State. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of 
this  bulletin. 


Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are 
either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures 
in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Evapora- 
tion is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless 
otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32*?.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after     January     1,    1949.     cannot  accurately     be  combined  witliout     necessary  conversion. 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Data  in  Tables  3,  5,  and  6  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  See  the 
Station  Index  for  observation  time.

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SUMMARY 


This  month  was  the  second  coldest  September  in  60  years  of  State-wide  records.  Only  in  1918  have  Sep- 
tember temperatures  averaged  lower  than  this  year.  Precipitation  totals  ranged  from  much  below  normal 
in  the  northern  division  to  above  average  for  the  month  over  most  of  the  extreme  south.  No  severe 
storms  were  reported  in  September. 

The  month  began  with  some  of  the  lowest  temperatures  ever  recorded  on  September  1  in  Illinois,  read- 
ings in  the  lower  40's  being  common  throughout  the  north  and  central  portions.  Temperatures  rose  ra- 
pidly after  the  ]st,  and  most  stations  recorded  their  highest  readings  of  the  month  on  the  3d  or  4th, 
when  afternoon  temperatures  often  reached  the  upper  80 ' s .  After  the  4th  temperatures  dropped  below 
normal  and  remained  cool  throughout  most  of  the  remainder  of  the  month,  rising  to  near  or  above  nor- 
mal only  on  the  12th,    17th,    18th,   26th,   and  27th. 

The  first  precipitation  of  consequence  occurred  on  the  4th,  and  in  the  extreme  south  also  on  the  5th, 
amounts  ranging  from  light  to  over  an  inch.  Showers  also  fell  on  the  6th  and  7th,  but  amounts  were 
quite  light  in  general.  On  the  ll-13th  most  of  the  month's  heaviest  rainfall  occurred,  and  many  sta- 
tions,  particularly  in  the  south,   recorded  several  inches  of  rain  in  this  period. 

Temperatures  fell  to  the  upper  30 's  in  the  extreme  north  and  to  the  lower  40 's  elsewhere  on  the  mor- 
ning of  the  14th.  Showers  occurred  in  the  central  and  southern  portions  on  the  14-15th  and  general- 
ly on  the  17-18th. 

The  remainder  of  September  was  dry,  with  only  a  few  scattered,  light  showers.  Morning  temperatures  in 
the  30 's  and  lower  40 ' s  occurred  again  from  the  23d  through  the  25th,  a  few  northern  stations  record- 
ing freezing  temperatures  on  the  24th.  The  lowest  readings  of  the  month  were  recorded  on  the  29th  and 
30th,  temperatures  dropping  below  freezing  in  many  northern  localities  on  both  mornings  and  at  a  few 
southern  stations  on  the  30th. 

Although  much  of  the  State  was  subjected  to  killing  frost  in  September,  crops  generally  were  already 
safe  from  frost  and  very  little  damage  resulted.  Corn  picking  was  just  beginning  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  but  over  half  of  the  soyliean  crop  had  been  harvested.  The  fall  apple  crop  was  above  average, 
and  picking  was  well  along  at  the  end  of  September. 


TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  61,6°,  which  is  6.1°  below  normal  for  the  month.  The  monthly 
mean  temperatures  ranged  from  67.4°  at  Cairo  to  56.7°  at  Freeport .  The  highest  temperature  recorded 
in  the  State  was  95°  at  Mt. Vernon  on  the  3d,   and  the  lowest  26°  at  Freeport  and  Stockton  on  the  29th. 


PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  2.76  inches,  which  is  0.88  inch  below  normal  for  Septem- 
ber. The  total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  0.18  inch  at  Kewanee  to  7.52  inches 
at  Chester.  The  heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  6.00  inches  at  Chester  on  the  13th. 
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In  addition  to  the  c 1 Imatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Ilydrocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  In 
the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocl Ima t Ic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  --  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver  - 
aged  about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
cllmatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  Agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at 
temperatures  below  32*'F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with  respect 
to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and 
after     January     1 ,    1949 ,     cannot  accurately     be  combined  without     necessary  conversion . 

When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first 
and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4, 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages .     Traces  are  not  shown ,

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

October  averaged  warmer  and,  over  most  of  the  State,  much  wetter  than  normal.  Although  pre- 
cipitation was  deficient  over  much  of  the  northern  division,  heavy  rainfall  in  most  of  the 
central  portion  and  in  all  of  the  south  resulted  in  the  greatest  average  precipitation  for 
October  since  the  record  month  of  1941. 

Temperatures  were  slightly  under  normal  as  the  month  began  but  rose  rapidly  and  generally 
remained  above  seasonal  throughout  the  first  3  weeks  of  October.  Unusually  warm  weather 
prevailed  from  the  7th  through  the  10th,  with  afternoon  temperatures  in  the  middle  80 ' s . 
Temperatures  were  unseasonably  high  also  on  the  19-20th. 

Rain  fell  frequently  from  the  2nd  through  the  6th,  many  heavy  amounts  being  recorded  during 
this  period. The  next  general  precipitation  occurred  on  the  10-llth,and  in  the  extreme  south 
also  on  the  12th.  Several  east-central  stations  reported  over  3  inches  of  rain  on  the  11th, 
and  the  extreme  south  also  received  heavy  rain  on  the  11th  or  12th.  Dry  weather  prevailed 
after  the  12th  until  the  19th.  The  last  rainfall  period  of  consequence  in  October  began  on 
the  19th  and  continued  through  the  21st,  precipitation  amounts  ranging  from  light  to 
moderate  to  heavy  in  the  central  and  south  portions. 

On  the  10th  high  winds  hit  the  State,  being  especially  strong  in  the  north  and  central  por- 
tions. Property  damage  was  minor,  but  large  quantities  of  corn  were  blown  down,  making  har- 
vesting more  difficult.  On  the  21st  a  windstorm  at  Jacksonville  badly  damaged  a  partially 
completed  church  building  and  uprooted  several  trees;  property  damage  estimated  $6,000. 

The  last  10  days  of  October  were  characterized  by  generally  cool  and  dry  weather.  During 
the  period  only  the  28-29th  had  temperatures  markedly  above  normal.  The  lowest  readings  of 
the  month  occurred  on  the  26th,  27th,  and  31st,  on  which  dates  temperatures  below  freezing 
were  recorded  throughout  most  of  the  State. 

In  northern  and  central  Illinois  corn  picking  was  well  along  and  soybeans  combining  was 
nearly  finished  at  the  end  of  October.  Wet  fields  delayed  the  harvest  in  the  extreme  south. 
Winter  wheat  sowing  was  completed  and  the  crop  generally  was  up  to  a  good  stand  in  the 
north,  while  wetness  had  delayed  seeding  in  the  south.  The  last  of  a  large  apple  crop  was 
harvested  during  the  month. 

TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  58.8°,  which  is  2.9°  above  normal  for  the  month.  The 
monthly  mean  temperatures  ranged  from  54,0°  at  Freeport  to  63.2°  at  Cairo.  The  highest  tem- 
perature recorded  in  the  State  was  91°  at  Henry  on  the  3th,  and  the  lowest  21°  at  Aledo, 
Griggsville,  and  Quincy  CAA  on  the  31st. 

PRECIPITATION 

The  average  precipitation  for  the  State  was  5.17  inches,  which  is  2.50  inches  above  normal 
for  October.  Total  amounts  recorded  at  various  stations  ranged  from  10.53  inches  at  DuQuoin 
to  1.23  inches  at  Illinois  City.  The  heaviest  rainfall  reported  in  any  one  day  was  4.17 
inches  at  Diona  on  the  11th.  A  few  stations  reported  a  Trace  of  snow  during  the  month;  nor- 
mal snowfall  for  October  is  0.1  inch.

There  will  be  no  duplication  of  numbers  with- 
in a  State. 


Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures  in  7°,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32°F.  and  relative  himidity  values  at  temperatures  below  32°F,  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with 
respect  to  ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and  after  January  1,  1949,  cannot  accurately  be  combined  without  necessary 
converaioD . 


Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Amounts  In  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.  Traces  are  not  shown.  When  hourly  precipitation  is  missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first  and  last 
days  are  shown.

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

Very  dry  conditions  prevailed  throughout  the  month,  this  being  the  driest  November  since  1933 
and  the  fourth  driest  of  record.  Two  stations,  Grafton  and  Grand  Tower,  recorded  only  a  trace 
of  precipitation,  while  a  few  localities  received  over  an  inch  of  rain  during  the  month.  Mild 
weather  characterized  much  of  November, the  mean  temperature  for  the  State  being  44.2°  or  1.8° 
above  normal.  Snowfall  of  an  inch  or  more  was  confined  to  the  northern  division;  Stockton, 
with  7.0  inches,  had  the  greatest  total  snowfall. 

Cool  weather  marked  the  first  .few  days  of  November.  A  warm  spell  began  on  the  6th  and  lasted 
through  the  14th,  temperatures  being  unseasonably  high  from  the  7th  through  the  12th.  From 
the  9th  through  the  11th  temperatures  in  the  70 ' s  were  common  over  most  of  the  State.  Several 
central  and  southern  stations  recorded  80°, highest  temperature  for  the  month,  on  the  10th  and 
11th.  The  monthly  amount  of  precipitation  was  0.67  inch,  which  was  1.95  inches  below  normal. 
The  first  precipitation  of  consequence,  and  generally  the  heaviest  rainfall  during  the  month, 
occurred  on  the  12th-14th;  most  stations  in  the  extreme  south  received  practically  all  of 
their  November  precipitation  during  this  period. 

On  the  evening  of  the  13th  a  brief  but  violent  windstorm  hit  several  communities  in  Sangamon, 
Logan,  Macon,  Christian,  Shelby,  and  Moultrie  Counties.  About  100  new  aluminum  corn  storage 
bins  were  damaged  or  destroyed  which  was  the  major  damage.  In  Springfield  several  trees  were 
blown  down,  badly  damaging  an  automobile  and  breaking  utility  wires.  Electric  power  service 
was  disrupted  in  a  few  localities.  Total  property  loss  was  estimated  at  $20,000. 

From  the  15th  through  the  25th  daily  temperatures  averaged  below  or  near  normal,  except  on 
the  19th-20th  and  in  the  extreme  south  on  the  23d-24th.  For  most  of  Illinois  the  lowest  tem- 
peratures of  the  month  came  on  the  morning  of  the  22d,  wlien  readings  ranged  from  under  10°  in 
the  extreme  north  to  less  than  20°  at  many  southern  stations.  Near  the  Wisconsin  border,  how- 
ever, temperatures  dropped  even  lower  on  the  26th;  on  that  date  Marengo  recorded  3°,  the  low- 
est temperature  reported  in  November.  Mild  weather  prevailed  during  the  last  few  days  of  the 
month.  Light  snow  occurred  on  the  16th-17th,  but  measurable  amounts  fell  only  in  the  extreme 
north.  The  last  general  precipitation  in  November  occurred  on  the  24th-25th;  some  northern 
stations  recorded  moderate  amounts  in  this  period,  much  of  it  in  the  form  of  snow. 

The  dry  weather  of  late  October  and  November  aided  harvesting  of  corn  and  soybeans  in  south- 
ern sections.  In  the  north  and  central  portions,  however,  subsoil  conditions  became  very  dry 
generally.  Many  wells  went  dry  in  the  north.  The  condition  of  winter  wheat  averaged  good  in 
the  north  and  fairly  good  to  good  in  the  south.  Wheat  seeding  was  delayed  in  the  extreme 
south  due  to  the  heavy  October  rainfall,  resulting  in  some  curtailment  of  acreage  in  that 
section.   -  -  GRJ 
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In  addltloc  to  the  c 1 imatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  HydTocl 1  mat Ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  llydrologlc  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
inteoBity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  nepartment  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  In  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  Agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

Unusually  heavy  precipitation  and  above-normal  temperatures  were  the  features  of  this  month's 
weather.  Precipitation,  mainly  in  the  form  of  rain,  averaged  4.72  inches  for  the  State,  the 
greatest  in  any  December  since  1895.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  35.7°,  which  is 
4.5°  above  normal.  Despite  the  copious  precipitation,  snowfall  was  light  over  most  of  the 
State.  Only  in  the  extreme  northeast  and  near  the  Wisconsin  border  did  snowfall  total  over  5 
inches;   less  than  an  inch  of  snow  was  recorded  by  most  central  and  southern  stations. 

Seasonal  temperatures  prevailed  on  the  first  2  days  of  the  month,  succeeded  by  milder  weather 
from  the  3rd  through  the  6th.  A  cold  spell  moved  into  the  State  on  the  7th,  liut  temperatures 
rose  rapidly  after  the  9th.  Most  of  the  State  had  its  warmest  weather  on  the  11th;  on  that 
date  Griggsville  and  East  St.  Louis  each  recorded  73°,  highest  temperature  for  December.  The 
first  general  precipitation  of  consequence  began  on  the  9th  and  continued  to  the  12th,  many 
heavy  amounts  being  reported  in  this  period. 

Rather  cold  weather  covered  the  State  from  the  12th  through  the  15th.  The  lowest  temperatures 
of  the  month  in  the  central  and  southern  portions  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  15th.  Tem- 
peratures moderated  after  the  15th  and  were  unseasonably  high  until  the  21st.  A  period  of 
frequent  precipitation  began  on  the  17th  and  continued  through  the  22nd,  many  stations  re- 
cording over  2  inches  of  rain  on  the  21st. 

Most  northern  division  stations  observed  their  lowest  temperatures  of  the  month  on  the  23rd. 
Freeport's  minimum  reading  on  that  date  was  7°  below  zero,  this  temperature  being  equalled  at 
Stockton  on  the  following  day.  The  last  week  of  December  was  quite  mild.  The  final  periods 
of  general  precipitation  occurred  on  the  25th-26th  and  on  the  31st;  several  localities  re- 
ceived over  an  inch  of  precipitation  during  the  former  period. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  11th  a  tornado  hit  rural  areas  of  northern  Madison  County,  damaging 
several  farm  buildings;  property  loss  was  estimated  at  $5,000.  The  Pana-Dollville  area  also 
was  struck  on  the  11th  by  a  severe  storm,  apparently  a  tornado,  although  the  funnel  was  not 
observed.  Several  homes  in  Pana  and  a  number  of  farm  buildings  near  Dollville  were  badly 
damaged;  one  person  was  injured  and  property  damage  was  estimated  at  $20,000.  A  9  year  old 
girl  was  killed  by  lightning  near  Modesto  on  the  11th. 


Heavy  rain  combined  with  freezing  temperatures  resulted  in  severe  glazing  over  the  extreme 
west-central  counties  on  the  21st,  damage  being  especially  heavy  in  the  Quincy  area.  Tele- 
phone and  electric  power  services  were  crippled,  requiring  several  days  for  full  restoration. 
Hundreds  of  trees  were  ruined  or  damaged  in  Quincy  by  the  weight  of  the  ice.  The  total 
property  loss  was  estimated  at  $600,000. 

During  the  early  part  of  December  many  wells  went  dry  in  northern  Illinois  due  to  deficient 
rainfall  in  previous  months.  Subsoil  moisture  v/as  low  also  except  in  the  extreme  south,  but 
December's  heavy  precipitation  generally  replenished  ground  moisture.  The  condition  of  win- 
ter wheat  was  mainly  good  in  the  north  and  central  portions,  but  rather  poor  in  some  extreme 
southern  localities.  Wet  fields  hampered  the  completion  of  harvesting  operations  in  the  ex- 
treme south.

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In  addition  to  the  CI Imatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series.  The  Uydrocllmatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  —  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375  000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the    Bureau  of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  In  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures  in  F",  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

Sleet  and  hall  were  included  In  snowfall  averages  in  Table  1,  beginning  with  July  1948. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  be}ow  32°F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at  temperatures  below  32°r.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with 
respect  to  Ice,  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  bygro  metric  values  before  and  after  January  1.  1949,  cannot  accurately  be  combined  without  necessary 
conversion.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Above-normal  temperatures  and  precipitation  featured  the  weather  for 
most  of  the  State  in  1949.  Only  one  month,  September,  was  unseasonably 
cool,  while  several  months  were  considerably  warmer  than  average.  Pre- 
cipitation was  heaviest  in  the  extreme  L^outh,  but  nearly  all  central 
stations  also  registered  above-normal  rainfall  for  the  year. The  north- 
west portion  of  the  State  was  driest,  precipitation  totaling  a  little 
under  norma  1  over  most  of  that  section.  Snowfall  was  deficient  in  all 
of  the  winter  months,  and  the  annual  total  was  much  less  than  average. 
Temperature  extremes  of  the  year  were  104  \  reg istered  at  Harrisburg  on 
June  30th,   and-23",  which  occurred  at  Freeport  on  January  20th. 

Weather  conditions  of  1949  were  for  the  most  part  favorable  to  agri- 
cultural production.  The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported 
that  wheat  and  soybeans  set  new  record  highs  for  yields  per  acre, 
while  corn  and  oat  yields  were  well  above  average;  fruit  crops  also 
were  outstanding.  Most  corn  was  planted  early,  developed  excellent 
stands,  and  matured  early.  In  October  high  winds  blew  down  much  corn, 
making  harvesting  more  difficult.  The  soybean  crop  also  was  planted 
early  and  developed  rapidly.  Winter  wheat  sowing  was  completed  in  the 
north  in  October,but  wet  fields  delayed  seeding  in  the  south. October ' s 
heavy  precipitation  also  hampered  southern  harvesting  operations.  Sub- 
soil  moisture  became  very  low  in  the  north  and  central  port  ions  dur  ing 
t he  dry  weather  of  November .  but  the  heavy  rainfall  of  December  gen- 
era 1  ly  replenished  ground  moisture . 


WEATHER  BY  MONTHS  -  1949 

JANUARY  -  This  month  was  mi  Id  and  wet ,  the  average  precipitation  being 
the  second  highest  of  record  for  that  month.  The  first  half  of  January 
was  especially  mild;  sub-normal  temperatures  of  Import  an ce  occurred 
during  only  two  periods  of  a  few  days'  duration  in  the  latter  ha If  of 
t he  month .  Ice  storms  hit  the  extreme  west-central  port i on  on  the  10th 
and  17th-18th.  and  some  sou th western  counties  on  the  latter  date; 
damage  to  utilities  in  the  two  storms  totaled  about  $775 , 000 . 

FEBRUARY  -  Temperatures  and  precipitation  were  above  normal.  Cold  pe- 
riods were  of  short  duration ,  and  zero  temperatures  were  conf ined  to 
the  early  part  of  the  month.  The  bulk  of  the  month's  precipitation 
fell  between  the  12th  and  15th. 

MARCH  -  Temperature  and  precipitation  averaged  near  normal  for  the 
State  as  a  whole.  The  extreme  south ,  however ,  received  moderately 
heavy  precipitation  while  most  central  and  many  northern  localities 
were  drier  than  normal .  Temperatures  were  unseasonably  low  from  the 
9th  through  the  19th,  but  mild  through  most  of  the  remainder  of  the 
month.  On  the  30th,  a  tornado  hit  rural  areas  of  Jersey  and  Macoupin 
Counties,   resulting  in  damage  estimated  at  $35,000. 

APRIL  -  The  month  was  rather  dry  and  cool.  Precipitation  of  conse- 
quence occurred  mainly  after  the  14th.  Snow  fell  on  the  15th,  accu- 
mulating to  a  depth  of  several  inches  in  portions  of  the  north.  The 
coldest  temperatures  of  the  month  came  on  the  16th,  with  readings  as 
low  as  13     near  the  Wisconsin  border. 

MAY  -  Temperatures  were  above-normal,  but  precipitation  totaled  some- 
what under  the  average  for  the  month.  Temperatures  were  above  seasonal 
during  most  of  the  first  two-thirds  of  May.  but  were  rather  cool  from 
the  20th  through  the  29th.  Precipitation  occurred  most  frequently  be- 
tween the  14th  and  27th.  Three  areas  were  hit  by  tornadoes  on  the 
21st.  At  Wood  River  5  persons  were  killed,  60  injured,  and  property 
damage  totaled  $1,300,000.  Palestine  had  4  deaths,  7  Injuries,  and 
$70,000  damage  to  property.  A  third  tornado  struck  rural  areas  of 
Brown  County,   resulting  in  damage  estimated  at  $40,000. 


JUNE  -  A  considerably  warmer  month  and  a  little  wetter  than  normal. 
Temperatures  were  especially  high  during  the  last  12  days  of  the 
month,  when  daily  maximums  often  reached  the  90's.  The  coolest  wea- 
ther of  June  came  on  the  8th,  with  temperatures  dropping  to  the  30 '  s 
near  the  Wisconsin  border.  The  principal  periods  of  rainfall  were  the 
lst-3d,  13th-15th,  and  21st-29th.  Lightning  set  off  dynamite  in  a 
limestone  mine  near  Valmeyer  on  the  13th,  killing  two  men  and  injur- 
ing another.  Morgan  County  was  hit  by  high  winds  and  hail  on  the 
23d,   property  damage  and  crop  loss  being  estimated  at  $100,000. 

JULY  -  This  was  a  hot  and  humid  month ,  temperatures  averaging  higher 
than  in  any  July  since  1936,  Precipitation  also  was  above  normal,  ex- 
cept in  some  northwestern  and  southern  areas .The  highest  temperatures 
occurred  during  the  first  few  days  of  the  month , when  several  st at  ions 
recorded  100 °  or  more ,  On  the  21st  heavy  rains  flooded  sections  of 
Tiskilwa  and  Danville. 

AUGUST  -  Temperatures  were  normal,  but  rainfall  was  under  the  August 
average  in  most  of  the  State.  The  warmest  weather  of  the  month  was 
registered  between  the  7th  and  Hth.  Heavy  rains  hit  the  Rock  Island- 
Moline  area  on  the  Hth,  flooding  many  homes ,  stores ,  and  factories , 
and  causing  one  death;   property  damage  approached  $1,0(50,000. 


SEPTEMBER  -  The  month  was  very  cool , temperatures  averaging  lower  than 
in  any  September  except  1918.  The  first  freezing  temperatures  of  the 
season  hit  some  northern  areas  on  the  24th .  Frosts  were  more  general 
in  the  north  on  the  29th,  extending  to  scattered  central  and  southern 
localities  on  the  30th. September 's  precipitation  was  deficient  in  the 
north, but  above  normal  in  the  south.   Little  rain  fell  after  the  18th, 


OCTOBER  -  A  return  of  above-normal  temperatures  marked  this  month. 
Rainfall  again  was  rather  light  in  the  north, but  the  central  and  sou- 
thern divisions  received  moderate  to  heavy  amounts .Most  of  the  preci- 
pit at  ion  and  h  igher  temperatures  took  place  during  the  first  three 
weeks  of  the  month.  The  majority  of  central  and  southern  stations  re- 
gistered their  first  freezing  temperatures  between  the  25th  and  27th. 
On  the  10th,  high  winds  blew  down  much  corn  in  the  north  and  central 
portions . 


NOVEMBER  -  This  was  the  driest  month  of  the  year,  as  well  as  one  of 
the  driest  Novembers  on  record.  Few  localities  received  an  inch  or 
more  of  precipitation  dur  ing  the  month .  Temperatures  averaged  above 
normal  in  November ,  with  the  warmest  weather  occurring  between  the 
7th  and  12th .  A  windstorm  struck  several  central  count ies  on  the  13th 
damaging  about   100  new  corn  storage  bins . 


DECEMBER  -  Dry  conditions  which  had  prevailed  since  late  October 
ended.  Precipitation,  mainly  in  the  form  of  rain, totaled  heavier  than 
in  any  December  since  1895 . Temperatures  also  averaged  well  above  nor- 
mal for  the  month .On  the  11th, a  tornado  damaged  several  f arm  build- 
ings in  Madison  County.  The  Pana-Dollville  area  also  was  struck  on 
the  11th  by  a  severe  storm ,  apparent ly  a  tornado ,  injuring  one  person 
and  causing  $20,000  damage.  An  ice  storm  on  the  21st  caused  heavy  da- 
mage to  utilities  in  the  extreme  west-central  portion,  principally  in 
the  Quincy  area;   losses  were  estimated  at  $600,000.

It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
rc'iut'Kt  of  the  "orps  of  Knpinc-ers.  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
esistinK  precipitation  stations  in  order  lo  provide  records  of  rainfall 
lnien8L-.y  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  ol  flood  control  and  re- 
lated workK  hy  ihv  Torps  LnKlneer^.  Tins  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
hout  2.000  rc-<or*linR.  and  1,(100  non- record  i  n^;  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  'Vt-.-ither  liureau  through  wnrkuiR  funds  transferred  annually 
lo  the  Wenthcr  I'.uroaii  by  the  Corps  of  Kngincers.  Tliese  transfers  aver- 
aged about  .-j^So.ooi)  per  year  between  1940  and  X94'\ .  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  dale.  Tor  the  years  HM0-'l2,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  SIOO.OOO  per  year  to  provide  dat:i  required  in  its 
Acrk.  and  suu:e  1047  the  Bureau  of  Rcclam;it  ion  has  transferred  about 
$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
"Vest  oi-n  .-^  t  a  tes  , 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
t ins)  which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  Agencies  re f erred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  limited  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
les.  A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,   U.   S.   Weather  Bureau,   Washington  25,   D.  C.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 

The  combination  of  mild  and  wet  weather  which  began  in  December  continued  through  January.  Precipi- 
tation, mainly  in  the  form  of  rain,  averaged  heavier  than  for  any  January  in  61  years  of  State-wide 
records.  In  the  southeast  and  extreme  south  precipitation  totals  of  10  inches  or  more  were  regis- 
tered by  a  majority  of  the  stations.  Fed  by  the  heavy  rainfall  of  December  and  January,  rivers  were 
above  flood  stage  in  southern  Illinois  throughout  the  month,  resulting  in  widespread  damage.  Temp- 
eratures averaged  well  above  normal,  this  being  the  warmest  January  since  1939.  As  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding months,   snowfall  was  much  below  the  seasonal  average. 

Unseasonably  warm  and  wet  conditions  marked  the  first  three  days  of  January.  Temperatures  dipped 
below  normal  on  the  4th,  and  most  central  and  southern  areas  registered  their  lowest  January  temp- 
eratures on  the  4th  and  5th.  Precipitation  continued  through  the  6th  in  the  south  and  much  of  the 
central  portion;  most  southern  and  east-central  stations  recorded  several  inches  of  precipitation 
during  this  period.     Glazing  occurred     in    the  north  on  the  3d-4th,   and  in  the  south  on  the  4th-6th. 

Mild  temperatures  returned  on  the  8th  and  held  until  the  15th,  accompanied  by  another  period  of  fre- 
quent precipitation  which  began  on  the  9th.  Rainfall  totaled  heaviest  in  the  extreme  south  during 
this  period,  but  amounts  of  an  inch  or  more  were  common  in  the  north  and  central  on  the  13th.  High 
winds  caused  minor  damage  in  northern  Illinois  on  the  14th. 

Temperatures  continued  to  average  above  normal  in  the  latter  part  of  January,  although  cold  spells 
occurred  somewhat  more  frequently.  For  most  of  the  northern  division  the  lowest  temperatures  came 
on  the  19th;  on  that  date  Freeport  reported  13°  below  zero,  lowest  temperature  of  the  month.  On  the 
other  hand,  January's  warmest  weather  occurred  on  the  24th-25th,  when  70°  temperatures  were  common 
in  the  south  and  central  portions.  The  highest  reading  of  the  month  was  76°,  registered  at  East  St. 
Louis  on  the  24th  and  also  at  Harrisburg  on  the  25th.  The  last  periods  of  general  precipitation 
were  the  22d-26th  and  the  29th-31st.  Freezing  rain  brought  hazardous  driving  conditions  to  the  ex- 
treme south  at  the  end  of  the  month.  High  winds  caused  minor  damage  in  the  central  portion  on  the 
25th. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d  a  tornado  hit  the  Hartf ord-Roxana  area  in  Madison  County  after  crossing  the 
Mississippi  River  from  St.  Louis  County,  Missouri.  Three  homes  were  ruined  and  eleven  others  damaged 
at  Hartford,  and  an  oil  refinery  at  Roxana  suffered  some  damage;  total  property  loss  was  estimated 
at  $50,000.  Less  than  an  hour  later  Montgomery  County  was  struck  by  a  tornado  which  cut  a  4-mile 
swath  through  Fillmore  Township.  Three  farm  homes  were  destroyed  and  four  others  damaged ;" several 
barns  and  other  buildings  also  were  destroyed.  Three  persons  were  injured,  and  property  damage  was 
estimated  at  $100,000.  On  the  evening  of  the  25th  a  tornado  demolished  a  concrete  building  and  dam- 
aged several  other  structures  at  Momence  in  Kankakee  County.  Property  damage  was  estimated  at 
$75,000. 

Winter  wheat  continued  in  good  condition  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State,  but  in  the  south  many 
wheat  fields,  especially  those  late-sown,  were  rather  poor.  Many  southern  and  some  central  fields 
were  under  water  during  the  month.  Heavy  peach  bud  kill  was  reported  in  the  fruit  belt  of  the  ex- 
treme south  early  in  January. 

FLOODS 

The  heavy  rains  of  December  and  January  resulted  in  serious  flood  conditions  in  southern  and  east- 
central  Illinois.  Flood  damage  was  greatest  along  the  Wabash,  Ohio,  Saline,  and  Embarrass  Rivers, 
but  many  other  streams  contributed  to  the. total  losses.  Villa  Grove  in  Douglas  County  had  over  100 
homes  and  part  of  the  business  district  flooded  on  the  3d-4th,  resulting  in  a  property  loss  ap- 
proaching $500,000.  Along  the  Wabash  River  Mt .  Carmel ,  Palestine,  Grayville,  Hutsonville,  and  Mau- 
nie  s\iffered  flood  damage.  Towns  on  the  Ohio  River  which  were  affected  included  Old  Shawneetown, 
Rosiclare,  Golconda,  Metropolis,  and  Joppa.  Localities  on  other  streams  reporting  flood  damage  were 
Lawrenceville,  Carmi ,  New  Haven,  Harrisburg,  Murphysboro,  and  Vandal ia.  Three  persons  lost  their 
lives  in  the  floods,  and  ten  injuries  were  reported.  The  Red  Cross  reported  25  structures  destroyed 
and  more  than  1,700  damaged  in  the  Wabash  and  Ohio  River  Valleys,  with  nearly  2,000  families  affect- 
ed; about  60  farm  animals  and  over  3,000  poultry  were  lost.  Because  flood  conditions  continued  into 
February,  complete  reports  of  damage  were  not  available.  The  Corps  of  Engineers,  however,  estimated 
flood  losses  along  the  Ohio  River  at  $825,000,  and  in  the  Saline  River  basin  at  $520,000.  Rivers  in 
west-ceutral  and  northern  Illinois  also  reached  or  surpassed  flood  stage  during  the  month,  but  only 
minor  damage  resulted  in  those  areas.

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In  addition  to  the  cllmatologlcal  data  froin  some  6,000  We^itber  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydroclimatic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  na- 
tiODwide  net  of  rain  gages  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  In  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  In  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the    Bureau  of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  In  the 
Western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  Internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  listed  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,   U.   S.  Weather  Bureau,   Washington  25,   D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index .

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 

This  month  was  much  wetter  than  normal  over  most  of  the  State,  continuing  the  trend  which  began 
in  December.  Precipitation  averaged  heavier  than  in  any  February  since  1909,  with  the  greatest 
amounts  being  registered  in  the  extreme  south.  A  few  northern  and  west-central  localities,  how- 
ever, received  somewhat  less  precipitation  than  normal.  The  first  half  of  February  was  quite 
mild,  but  sub-normal  temperatures  were  the  rule  for  most  of  the  remainder  of  the  month.  Mean 
monthly  temperatures  were  a  little  above  the  February  average,  except  for  some  areas  in  the 
northern  half  of  the  State.  Snowfall  totaled  rather  heavy  in  northeastern  Illinois,  but  many 
of  the  southernmost  counties  received  only  a  trace  of  snow  during  February.  Flood  conditions, 
which  began  early  in  January,  continued  through  most  of  this  month  in  the  extreme  south. 

The  first  two  days  of  February  were  rather  cool,  but  a  long  spell  of  mild  temperatures  began  on 
the  3d  and  continued  until  the  middle  of  the  month.  Most  stations  recorded  their  maximum  month- 
ly temperatures  between  the  6th  and  13th;  Carbondale  and  Harrisburg  each  reported-  66°,  highest 
for  the  month,  on  the  6th.  After  the  14th  daily  temperatures  generally  were  below  the  seasonal 
normal.  The  coldest  weather  of  the  month,  and  of  the  winter  for  many  areas,  occurred  between 
the  24th  and  27th.  Sub-zero  temperatures  were  common  in  the  northern  division  during  that 
period,  extending  to  much  of  the  central  portion  on  the  26th.  The  lowest  temperature  during 
February,   16°  below  zero,  was  registered  on  the  26th  at  Morris. 

Precipitation  was  negligible  during  the  first  7  days  of  February,  except  for  light  to  moderate 
rainfall  in  the  extreme  south  on  the  lst-2d.  The  first  state-wide  precipitation  occurred  on 
the  8th,  with  precipitation  amounts  varying  from  less  than  1/10  inch  to  over  2  inches.  On  the 
evening  of  the  8th  lightning  damaged  two  buildings  slightly,  killed  two  cows,  and  disrupted 
telephone  and  electric  power  services  in  the  New  Holland  area  of  Logan  County.  Another  light- 
ning strike  caused  $3,250  aamage  to  a  large  barn  in  East  St.  Louis  on  the  morning  of  the  9th. 
Host  of  the  State  received  its  heaviest  precipitation  of  the  month  between  the  12th  and  15th, 
the  greatest  amounts  falling  in  the  southern  and  eastern  portions.  On  the  13th  rain  combined 
with  freezing  temperatures  resulted  in  heavy  glazing  in  much  of  the  northern  division,  damage 
being  especially  great  in  the  Chicago  area. 

For  the  latter  half  of  February  the  first  precipitation  period  of  significance  began  on  the 
21st,  ending  on  the  22d  in  the  extreme  south,  but  continuing  through  the  25th  in  the  north. 
Precipitation  during  this  period  was  in  the  form  of  rain  in  the  southern  division,  rain  and 
snow  in  the  central  portion,  and  snow  in  the  north.  Precipitation  amounts  generally  were  heavy; 
many  northern  localities  received  over  10  inches  of  snow,  while  rainfall  totaled  over  2  inches 
at  several  southern  stations.  On  the  28th,  as  the  month  closed,  light  to  moderate  rain  oc- 
curred throughout  the  State. 

The  severe  ice  storm  which  struck  much  of  the  northern  division  on  the  13th  caused  heavy  damage 
to  telephone  and  power  lines,  especially  in  the  Chicago  area.  Approximately  fifty  towns  were 
left  without  telephone  service,  and  64,000  homes  in  Chicago  and  the  suburban  area  were  deprieved 
of  electricity.  Three  thousand  trees  were  downed  or  severely  damaged  in  the  Chicago  city  parks 
alone.  Ice-covered  streets  and  highways  disrupted  transportation,  and  many  minor  automobile 
accidents  were  reported.  Two  Chicago  persons  were  killed  in  accidents  due  to  slippery  condi- 
tions.    Property  damage  caused  by  the  storm  was  estimated  at  $3,500,000. 

The  winter  wheat  crop  was  in  fairly  good  to  good  condition  in  northern  Illinois,  but  in  the 
south,  weather  conditions  continued  to  be  unfavorable  for  wheat.  Fields  were  very  wet  in  the 
south  due  to  the  heavy  rainfall  of  February  and  preceding  months. 

FLOODS  OF  JANUARY-FEBRUARY  1950 

Southern  Illinois  rivers,  which  reached  flood  stage  early  in  January,  continued  high  through 
February.  However,  there  were  no  reports  of  additional  areas  being  flooded  during  this  month. 
Because  of  the  slow  recession  of  flood  waters,  damage  estimates  were  not  complete.  In  addition 
to  damage  reported  in  the  January  issue,  the  Illinois  Division  of  Highways  estimated  $22,000 
damage  to  highways  under  its  supervision.  Estimates  of  property  damage,  which  are  still  incom- 
plete,  total  nearly  two  million  dollars.

In  addition  to  the  CI Imatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  —  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  In  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  ^nd  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 

Previous  to  the  Introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  In  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  listed  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application;; 
to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  for  the  preceding  12  months  will  be  carried  in  the  June  Issue  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperatures  in  F'^,  precipitation  and  evaporation  In  Inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

Sleet  and  hail  were  included  in  snowfall  averages  in  Table  1,  beginning  with  July  1948. 

As  of  January  1,  1949,  dewpoint  values  below  32''F.  and  relative  humidity  values  at  temperatures  below  32°F.  are  expressed  with  respect  to  water  rather  than  with 
respect  to  ice.  as  used  prior  to  that  date.  Therefore,  these  hygro  metric  values  before  and  after  January  1,  1949,  cannot  accurately  be  combined  without  necessary 
conversion . 


Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 
Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.  Traces  are  not  shown. 


No  Record  in  Tables  3.  4,  6,  7  and  the  Station  Index  is  indicated  by  a  dash.  No  Record  in  Tables  2  and  5  is  indicated  by  no  entry.  When  hourly  precipitation  la 
missing  or  accumulated  for  several  days,  only  the  first  and  last  days  are  shown  in  Table  4.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

March  was  a  cold,  cloudy,  and  rather  windy  month  on  the  whole.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  State 
was  37.5°,  or  3.4°  below  normal,  this  being  the  first  month  since  September  1949  to  average  colder 
than  normal.     Precipitation  totaled  less  than  average  for  March,  except  in  the  extreme  south. 

Strong  winds  and  falling  temperatures  prevailed  as  the  month  began.     Temperatures  dropped  still 
lower  on  the  2d,  the  coldest  day  of  the  month.     Below-zero  readings  were  common  on  the  2d  in  the 
northern  third  of  the  State;  Stockton  reported  -8°,  lowest  temperature  for  the  month.     Warming  began 
on  the  3d,  and  unseasonably  high  temperatures  were  the  rule  from  the  4th  through  the  7th.     A  cold 
spell  moved  into  the  State  on  the  8th,  and  below-normal  temperatures  persisted  for  the  following 
two  weeks. 

Little  precipitation  of  consequence  was  reporte<J  before  the  7th,  when  light  to  moderate  showers 
occurred.     From  the  10th  through  the  12th  moderately  heavy  rain  fell  in  the  south,  while  many 
northern  localities  received  several  inches  of  snow. 

During  the  latter  half  of  March  precipitation  occurred  more  frequently,  although  amounts  were  light 
on  most  days.     The  more  important  precipitation  during  this  period  was  registered  between  the  19th 
and  22d,  on  the  26th-27th,  and  on  the  31st.     Over  two  inches  of  rain  fell  in  much  of  the  extreme 
south  on  the  26th-27th.     A  hailstorm  struck  the  Rock  Island-East  Moline  area  on  the  26th,  damaging 
several  greenhouses . 

Temperatures  were  near  or  above  normal  from  the  23d  through  the  25th,  and  well  above  seasonal  on 
the  26th-27th,   the  warmest  days  of  the  month.     On  the  26th,  afternoon  temperatures  reached  the  70' s 
and  low  80' s,  except  in  the  extreme  north.     Griggsville  and  Jacksonville  each  registered  83°,  the 
highest  for  March.     Rather  cold  weather  again  prevailed  after  the  27th  until  the  31st. 

Windstorms  on  the  night  of  the  26th  caused  minor  property  loss  at  Lincoln  and  damaged  many  roofs 
in  Hamilton  County.     Two  small  tornadoes  hit  rural  areas  of  Champaign  County  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  26th,  destroying  a  few  farm  outbuildings  and  downing  a  power  line;  property  loss  was  estimated 
at  $2,000. 

Winter  wheat  and  other  grains  and  legumes  came  through  the  winter  in  poorer  condition  than  usual , 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported.     Oat  sowing  was  started  in  some  central  and  southern 
areas  during  the  last  week  of  March,  but  was  interrupted  by  rain.     Although  precipitation  generally 
was  below  normal,  soil  moisture  was  excessive  in  many  areas,  and  little  field  work  was  accomplished 
during  the  month. 


In  addition  to  the  Cllmatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  --  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  In  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,     and  since     1947   ^he  Bureau    of  Reclamation    has  transferred  about 


$25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  Series,  data  from  Hydro- 
climatic  Network  Stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tins) which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing 
the  entire  United  States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet 
the  internal  requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no 
provision  was  made  for  public  dlsseminat ioa  of  the  data,  distribution 
being  listed  to  cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositor- 
ies. A  list  of  locations  where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulle- 
tin Series  are  available  for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

The  four  digit  Identification  numbers  in  the  index  number  column  of  the  Station  Index  are  assigned  on  a  state  basis.     There  will  be  no  duplication  of  numbers 
within  a  state.     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW ,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  postoffice.  Observation 
times  given  in  the  Station  Index  are  in  local  standard  time. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin.  Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  for  the  preceding  12  months 
will  be  carried  in  the  June  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  Issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  In  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  In  inches,  and  wind  movement  In 
miles.     Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

Sleet  and  hail  were  Included  In  snowfall  averages  in  Table  1,  beginning  with  July  1948. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown.     Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

This  month  averaged  colder  than  any  April  since  1926,  the  mean  temperature  being  47.2°,  or  5,3°  below  normal. 
For  northern  Illinois  this  was  the  coldest  April  in  43  years.     Mean  monthly  temperatures  varied  from  40.5°  at 
Rockford  CAA  and  Waukegan  to  56,2°  at  Cairo.     Precipitation  totaled  considerably  heavier  than  usual  for  April, 
except  in  some  central  localities. 

Seasonable  temperatures  prevailed  as  the  month  began,  but  a  cold  air  mass  moved  into  the  State  on  the  3d, 
dropping  temperatures  well  below  normal  during  the  next  few  days.     Scattered  showers  occurred  on  the  1st,  fol- 
lowed by  general  rains  which  lasted  from  the  2d  to  the  5th.     Substantial  precipitation  amounts  were  regis- 
tered throughout  the  State  during  this  period,  especially  in  the  extreme  south,  where  many  stations  reported 
over  3  inches  of  rain.     On  the  3d  a  brief  but  violent  windstorm  struck  the  east  end  of  Alton  and  continued 
to  the  town  of  Bethalto.     Five  persons  were  injured  and  many  buildings  were  badly  damaged;  property  loss  was 
estimated  at  $100,000. 

Precipitation  occurred  again  on  the  9th-10th,  the  heavier  amounts  this  time  falling  in  the  north.     On  the  9th 
the  rain  combined  with  freezing  temperatures  to  blanket  much  of  the  northern  division  with  a  coating  of  ice, 
causing  heavy  damage  over  a  wide  area.     Temperatures  rose  rapidly  on  the  10th,  but  a  severe  cold  spell  gripped 
the  State  from  the  11th  to  the  15th,     The  lowest  temperatures  of  the  month  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  13th. 
On  that  date  minimum  readings  in  the  lower  20' s  were  common  even  in  the  extreme  south.     Stockton,  in  Jo  Daviess 
County,  registered  14°,  the  lowest  in  the  State  for  April. 

Above  seasonal  temperatures  prevailed  in  most  areas  between  the  16th  and  18th,  succeeded  by  3  days  of  chilly 
weather.     General  showers  occurred  on  the  18th-19th,  but  precipitation  amounts  were  light.     Temperatures  rose 
rapidly  on  the  22d,  reaching  the  80' s  in  many  localities,  and  northern  Illinois  enjoyed  its  warmest  weather 
of  the  month  on  that  date.     The  warming  trend  continued  in  the  south  on  the  following  day.  East  Saint  Louis 
registering  90°  for  the  highest  temperature  reported  this  month. 

A  heavy  downpour  of  rain  lasting  from  the  23d  to  the  25th  flooded  many  areas  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State, 
and  brought  rivers  and  streams  over  their  banks.     Waukegan,  North  Chicago,  Stone  Park  (Cook  County),  and  Ottawa 
suffered  considerable  flood  damage  from  the  rains.     In  some  northern  areas  highways  were  impassable  and  rail- 
road tracks  were  washed  out.     On  the  23d,  high  winds  struck  the  Chicago  area,  damaging  26  military  aircraft  at 
Park  Ridge. 

After  the  24th  temperatures  dipped  below  normal  and  remained  unseasonably  low  for  the  remainder  of  the  month, 
with  frosts  occurring  in  the  north  and  central  portions  on  the  26th,  27th,  and  28th.     Showers  were  common  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days  of  April,  precipitation  amounts  ranging  from  light  in  the  north  to  heavy  in  most  of  the 
extreme  south. 

April's  low  temperatures  and  above-normal  rainfall  retarded  field  work  and  vegetative  growth  throughout  the 
State.  Winter  wheat  prospects  were  much  under  average,  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  since  seeding 
time.  Less  oats  were  planted  than  expected  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  season.  Seed  bed  preparation  for 
corn  and  soybeans  was  not  quite  half  completed  at  the  end  of  April.  In  the  southern  fruit  belt  apples  were 
in  blossom,  and  peaches  were  starting  to  crack  their  shucks  as  the  month  ended.  Some  damage  to  peaches  re- 
sulted from  freezing  temperatures  earlier  in  the  month.  Much  newly  worked  farm  land  in  the  nprthern  half  of 
Illinois  was  badly  washed  by  the  heavy  rains  of  the  23d-25th. 


ICE  STORM  OF  APRIL  9 

Freezing  rains  fell  in  most  of  the  northern  division  on  the  9th,  Easter  Sunday,  resulting  in  heavy  ice  damage 
over  a  wide  area.     The  greatest  damage  occurred  in  a  belt  extending  from  Carroll,  Whiteside,  and  northern  Rock 
Island  Counties  on  the  Mississippi  to  Kankakee,  Will,  and  southern  Cook  Counties  on  the  Indiana  border.  Damage 
to  power  and  communication  lines  was  especially  heavy,  several  days  being  required  for  complete  restoration  of 
services.     Thousands  of  trees  were  downed  or  ruined  by  the  weight  of  the  ice.     Four  persons  were  killed  in  tra 
fic  accidents  resulting  from  icy  streets  and  highways.     Property  losses  from  the  storm  were  estimated  at 
$1,500,000. 
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addition  to  the  cliraatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau 
and  cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records 
from  Hydrocl imat ic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in 
the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocl imat ic  Network  is  a  na- 
tionwide net  of  rain  gages  ~~  mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce 
continuous  records  of  precipitation.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the 
request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement 
existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records  of  rainfall 
intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and  re- 
lated works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network,  now  numbering  a- 
bout  2.000  recording,  and  1.000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  aver- 
aged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its 
work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about 
$25i000  per  year  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the 
Western  states.

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ILLINOIS  -  MAY,  1950 
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WEATHER  SUMMARY 

May  was  somewhat  warmer  and,  except  In  the  extreme  south,  much  drier  than  normal.  Precipitation  was  lighter 
than  in  any  May  since  1934  in  the  northern  division,  and  since  1939  in  the  central  portion.  Several  north- 
eastern localities  received  less  than  an  inch  of  rain  during  the  month.  The  State's  temperature  averaged  64.5°, 
or  1.8°  above  normal,  and  monthly  means  ranged  from  55.7°  at  Waukegan  to  70.4°  at  Cairo.  On  the  5th  strong 
winds  caused  considerable  property  damage,  especially  in  northwestern  Illinois. 

The  month  opened^ with  unseasonably  low  temperatures,  continuing  a  cool  spell  which  began  in  the  last  week  of 
April.  Temperatures  dropped  to  near  the  freezing  point  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State  on  the  morning  of  the 
1st,  and  in  the  extreme  north  again  on  the  2d.  The  lowest  temperature  of  the  month,  30°,  was  registered  at 
Stockton  on  the  1st  and  also  at  Marengo  on  the  2d.  Temperatures  began  to  rise  on  the  2d,  and  the  following  4 
days  were  quite  warm,  with  maximum  readings  commonly  reaching  the  80' s  on  the  4th  and  5th.  Except  in  the  ex- 
treme south,  no  rainfall  of  consequence  occurred  until  the  4th. 

The  southernmost  counties  had  showers  on  the  7th,  but  the  next  general  rainfall  took  place  on  the  8-9th  in  the 
north  and  central,  and  from  the  9th  to  the  12th  in  the  southern  third  of  the  State.  Precipitation  amounts  were 
moderate  except  in  the  extreme  south,  where  many  stations  recorded  well  over  2  inches  of  rain.  Temperatures 
dropped  below  normal  on  the  7th,  rose  again  on  the  9th,  and  were  well  above  seasonal  from  the  13th  through  the 
15th,  except  in  the  southern  third  of  Illinois. 

Light  to  moderate  showers  occurred  in  most  areas  on  the  16-17th,  19th,  and  21-22d.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  21st 
hailstorms  hit  several  southern  localities,  damaging  fruit  orchards,  and  causing  minor  property  losses.  Light- 
ning killed  a  Williamson  County  man  on  the  21st.  After  the  16th  temperatures  were  above  normal  on  most  days 
through  the  25th.  In  nearly  all  areas  the  highest  temperatures  of  the  month  were  observed  on  the  24th,  when 
90°  readings  were  common.     A  maximum  of  96°,  the  highest  during  May,  was  recorded  on  the  24th  at  Ottawa. 

Frequent  showers  fell  between  the  25th  and  30th,  especially  In  the  southern  half  of  the  State,  where  many  lo- 
calities received  heavy  precipitation  during  this  period.  Two  homes  were  damaged  by  lightning  at  Edwardsville 
on  the  30th.  Cool  conditions  prevailed  in  all  but  the  extreme  south  between  the  26th  and  28th,  while  most  sec- 
tions had  seasonable  temperatures  on  the  last  3  days  of  the  month. 

Crop  prospects  improved  during  the  month  but  were  still  somewhat  below  normal.  Sowing  of  oats  was  completed 
near  the  middle  of  May,  having  been  delayed  by  April's  wet  weather.  About  80  per  cent  of  the  corn  crop  and  60 
per  cent  of  the  soybeans  had  been  planted  by  the  end  of  the  month.  Hay  and  pastures  were  slow  in  getting  started 
but  improved  considerably  during  the  month. 


WINDSTORM  OF  MAY  5 

An  intense  cyclonic  disturbance  passed  through  northwestern  Iowa  on  the  5th,  causing  extremely  high  winds  over 
a  radius  of  several  hundred  miles.  South  to  southwesterly  winds  reached  sustained  velocities  of  60  miles  per 
hour  or  better  at  some  central  and  northern  Illinois  localities,  and  gusts  to  80  miles  per  hour  were  reported. 
Wind  damage  was  widespread  but  mostly  minor,  except  in  some  northern  and  western  sections.  The  Moline-Rock 
Island  area  was  hard-hit,  extensive  damage  being  reported  to  roofs,  trees,  and  wires.  The  antenna  tower  of  a 
Jacksonville  radio  station  was  blown  down,  and  a  bridge  was  damaged  at  Beardstown.  Blowing  dust  made  driving 
hazardous  in  northern  sections  and  caused  a  traffic  accident  near  Rockford  in  which  two  persons  were  killed. 
Little  crop  damage  was  reported.     Illinois  property  losses  in  this  storm  were  estimated  at  about  $500,000. — GRJ 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


In  addition  to  the  cllmatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and  coop- 
erative weather  stations,   this  bulletin  series  contains  records  from  Hydrocliina- 
tic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in  the  Hydrologic  Bulletin 
Series.     The  Hydroclimatlc  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages — mostly  of 
the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipitation.     It  was 
established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the 
Army,   to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order  to  provide  records 
of  rain  tall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning  of  flood  control  and 
related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.     This  Network,   now  numbering  about 
2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recordinR  rain  gages,  has  been  maintained  by  the 
Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  annually  to  the  Weather  Bureau 
by  the  Corps  of  Eni;ineers.     These  transfers  averaged  about  $250,000  per  year  be- 
tween 1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000  since  that  date.     For  the  years  1940-42 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  transferred  about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide 
data  required  in  its  work,  and  since  1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  trans- 
ferred about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet  the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  in 
the  Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydrocli- 
matlc Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulletins) 
which  were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire 
United  States,   but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal 
requirements  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was 
made  for  public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to 
cooperating  agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.     A  list  of  loca- 
tions where  reference  copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series  are  avail- 
able for  inspection  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather 
Bureau,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available 
through  the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and 
Individuals  as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


June  s  temperatures  were  a  little  cooler  than  average,  and  most  of  Illinois  received  considerably  more  rainfall 
than  normally  occurs  in  this  month.  For  the  northern  division  this  was  the  wettest  June  since  1924.  Most  of 
the  central  division  also  had  above-normal  precipitation,  but  much  of  the  southern  third  of  the  State  was  a  lit- 
tle drier  than  usual.  Precipitation  for  the  month  averaged  5.63  inches,  or  1.61  inches  above  the  June  normal. 
Aurora  received  the  heaviest  rainfall,  10.25  inches;  Pittsfield's  total  of  0.97  inch  was  the  lightest  of  the 
month.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  State  was  71.2°,  or  0.9°  below  the  June  average.  Cairo  averaged  warmest 
with  77.3°,  while  Waukegan's  mean  of  66.7°  was  the  lowest  of  the  month. 

Temperatures  were  near  or  above  the  seasonal  normal  as  the  month  began,  then  cooled  off  on  the  3d  and  4th.  On 
the  morning  of  the  4th  minimum  temperatures  were  in  the  40' s  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  State.  The  lowest 
temperature  of  the  month,  40°,  was  registered  at  Dixon,  Freeport,  and  Sycamore  on  the  4th.  On  the  2d  and  3d 
general  showers  occurred,  bringing  heavy  precipitation  to  many  areas.  A  youth  was  killed  by  lightning  at  Cedar 
Point  in  LaSallfe  County  on  the  2d.  In  Chicago  one  person  was  electrocuted,  and  $100,000  damage  was  caused  by 
lightning-set  fires  and  flooding  by  heavy  rains  on  the  evening  of  the  2d. 

After  the  3d,  dry  conditions  prevailed  until  the  9th,  with  temperatures  generally  well  above  normal  from  the 
6th  to  the  10th.  State-wide  showers  fell  on  the  9th,  continuing  in  the  extreme  south  on  the  10th.  A  fire  due 
to  lightning  destroyed  stables  of  racing  horses  at  Hinsdale  on  the  9th,  one  person  and  17  horses  dying  in  the 
fire;  loss  was  estimated  at  $385,000. 

Precipitation  occurred  frequently  between  the  12th  and  20th,  especially  in  the  north  and  central  portions,  with 
many  heavy  rainfall  amounts  reported.  Warm  temperatures  prevailed  from  the  13th  through  the  16th,  but  the  fol- 
lowing 4  days  were  very  cool,  except  in  the  southern  end  of  the  State.  Several  damaging  storms  occurred  on  the 
13th:  strong  winds  downed  many  trees  and  caused  minor  property  damage  in  the  Rock  Island-Moline  area;  lightning 
started  fires  which  destroyed  a  large  store  with  a  loss  of  $200,000  at  Rock  Falls,  and  a  riding  stable  at  Wayne 
in  DuPage  County,  13  horses  being  lost;  lightning  set  fire  to  a  street  car  in  Chicago,  one  person  being  injured 
in  the  resulting  panic.  Also  on  the  13th  a  tornado  struck  Milledgeville  in  Carroll  County,  badly  damaging  a 
school  building,  destroying  a  barn,  and  killing  some  livestock.  On  the  14th  a  tornado  funnel  was  observed  10 
miles  south  of  Rantoul ,  but  the  funnel  did  not  reach  the  surface.  Lightning  killed  one  man  and  injured  four 
others  near  Hinonk  on  the  16th. 

Tenperatures  rofs  above  normal  after  the  21st  and  remained  unseasonably  high  through  the  26th.  Afternoon  temper- I 
atures  were  commonly  in  the  90' s  on  the  25th,  and  in  the  southern  half  again  on  the  26th.  The  highest  temper- 
ature of  the  month  was  registered  at  Mount  Vernon  on  the  26th,  when  the  mercury  climbed  to  99°.  Rather  cool 
weather  persisted  from  the  27th  to  the  end  of  the  month.  Showers  were  common  in  the  extreme  south  between  the 
21st  and  24th,  and  in  the  remainder  of  Illinois  on  the  23-24th.  A  violent  thunderstorm  destroyed  several  small 
farm  buildings  in  Peoria  County  on  the  24th.     Occasional  light  showers  occurred  during  the  last  3  days  of  June.  1 


Corn,  oats,  and  soybeans  were  developing  satisfactorily  as  the  month  drew  to  a  close.  Corn  varied  widely  in\ 
height,  averaging  about  2  feet  high  at  the  end  of  June.  Considerable  alfalfa  and  clover  were  damaged  early  in! 
the  month  by  rain  after  cutting,  and  harvesting  of  additional  acreage  was  delayed  by  frequent  rains.  Nearly 
all  of  the  first  crop  of  alfalfa  and  about  three-fourths  of  the  first  clover  crop  were  harvested  during  June. ^ 
The  wheat  harvest  had  been  started  as  far  north  as  central  Illinois  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Picking  of  Trans- ii 
parent  apples  and  early  peaches  began  in  the  extreme  south  during  the  last  week  of  June. — GRJ 


ACENOWLEOGHEIITS 


In  addition  to  the  cl  Inatologlcal  datn  froM  aoae  6,000  feather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  Gtatlons,  thle  bulletin  series  contains  records  froa  Hy- 
drocllmatlc Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  In  the  Hydrologlc 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Bydrocllmatlc  Network  Is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  In  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations  In  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  In  Its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 
the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  fn  the  Western  States. 


Prevloum  to  the  Introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydrocllmatlc;! 
Network  stations  were  presented  In  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulletins)  whicbj' 
were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United!;. 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  Internal  requlre-| 


agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  Inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S,  Weather  Bureau,  WashlngtOD 
25,  D.  C.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

The  month  was  quite  cool  with  temperatures  averaging  lower  than  in  any  July  since  1924.  As  in  the  preceding  month, 
rainfall  amounts  were  heavier  than  usual  in  most  northern  and  central  areas,  but  somewhat  below  average  over  much 
of  the  southern  third  of  the  State.  July's  precipitation  averaged  3.98  inches,  which  is  0.75  inch  above  normal; 
individual  station  totals  varied  from  3.34  inches  at  Douglas  to  0.47  inch  at  Grafton.  The  mean  temperature  for 
July  was  72.9°,  or  3. 5°, below  normal.  Monthly  average  temperatures  ranged  from  77.0°  at  Cairo  to  63.8°  at  Free- 
port.  The  month's  highest  temperature  of  98°,  registered  at  Alton  on  the  12th,  was  the  lowest  July  maximum  in 
61  years  of  State-wide  records. 

The  first  9  days  of  July  were  cool,  except  for  a  brief  warming  around  the  2d.  Frequent  showers  occurred  between 
the  1st  and  5th.  Many  central  localities  received  heavy  rainfall  on  the  2d  and  3d,  while  some  extreme  southern 
stations  recorded  substantial  amounts  on  the  4th.  A  week  of  dry  weather  began  after  the  5th.  On  the  1st  hail 
damaged  crops  and  orchards  in  the  vicinity  of  Payson,  Adams  County,  and  on  the  2d  lightning  destroyed  a  barn  in 
the  same  area. 

Temperatures  were  above  normal  between  the  10th  and  12th,  most  stations  registering  their  highest  readings  of  the 
month  during  this  period.  A  very  cool  air  mass  moved  into  the  State  on  the  13th,  and  temperatures  dropped  to  the 
40' s  over  much  of  the  northern  and  central  portions  by  the  morning  of  the  14th.  A  minimum  of  43°,  lowest  of  the 
month,  was  registered  at  Marengo  on  the  14th.  Temperatures  again  rose  to  seasonable  levels  by  the  16th.  Showers 
covered  most  of  Illinois  on  the  12th  or  13th.  The  principal  period  of  precipitation  during  July  began  on  the  16th 
and  continued  through  the  20th,  with  frequent  and  often  heavy  showers.  On  the  evening  of  the  16th  a  small  tor- 
nado struck  a  rural  area  north  of  Dwight,  damaging  two  barns,  deroofing  a  house,  and  downing  a  windmill.  A  barn 
was  destroyed  by  lightning  near  Aledo  on  the  17th.  High  winds  on  the  19th  caused  minor  property  damage  in  several 
localities . 

One  of  the  coolest  periods  of  the  month  began  on  the  20th,  when  afternoon  temperatures  remained  under  70°  in  most 
northern  and  central  sections.  Somewhat  warmer  weather  prevailed  after  the  21st,  but  temperatures  generally  re- 
mained below  normal  until  the  last  few  days  of  the  month.  Showers  were  common  in  the  south  on  the  23d,  and  most 
of  the  State  received  rain  on  the  25-26th  and  30-31st.  On  the  31st  a  woman  was  killed  by  lightning  near  Old 
DuQuoin.  At  East  Dubuque  on  the  same  date  a  man  and  two  women  lost  their  lives  when  their  automobile  was  over- 
turned by  a  flash  flood. 

Despite  July's  cool  weather  crops  showed  normal  development,  although  somewhat  behind  that  of  last  year.  Corn 
averaged  a  little  over  5  feet  in  height  at  the  end  of  the  month  and  over  half  of  the  crop  was  in  tassel.  Soy- 
beans generally  showed  good  color  and  stands.  The  winter  wheat  harvest  was  practically  completed  during  July 
with  yields  a  little  above  average  and  of  good  quality.  Although  seeded  late,  the  oat  crop  did  not  suffer  heat 
damage  and  reached  maturity  in  better  condition  than  previously  expected;  about  three-fourths  of  the  oats  had  been 
harvested  by  the  end  of  July.  The  hay  crop  was  well  above  average  and  pastures  were  in  fine  condition,  except 
in  some  of  the  drier  southern  areas. — GRJ 
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In  addition  to  the  cl  iHatologlcal  data  froa  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  fro*  Hy- 
drocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  In  the  Hydrologlc 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— Boatly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Departnent  of  the  Amy,  to  supplenent  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  nalntained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 
the  increasing  needs  of  their  program  fn  the  Western  States. 


Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydrocllmatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulletins)  which 
were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  Internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S,  Weather  Bureau,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available  through 
the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and  individuals 
as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

August  saw  a  continuation  of  the  cool  weather  which  characterized  July.  The  mean  temperature  of  70.4°  was  the  lowest  of 
any  August  since  1927.  Rainfall  was  deficient  in  most  northern  and  central  areas  but  the  southern  end  of  the  State  re- 
ceived heavy  rains,  reversing  the  precipitation  pattern  of  the  preceding  2  months.  Over  lO  inches  of  rain  was  recorded 
at  a  few  southern  localities,  East  Saint  Louis  being  highest  with  11.74  inches;  in  the  north  several  stations  registered 
less  than  an  inch,  only  0.27  inch  falling  at  Ottawa  during  the  entire  month.  Mount  Carmel  had  the  highest  monthly  mean 
temperature,  75.7°,  while 'Antioch  and  Stockton  averaged  coolest  with  a  mean  of  66.6°.  The  highest  temperature  of  the 
month  96°,  registered  at  Ottawa  on  the  16th  and  17th,  was  the  lowest  August  maximum  since  19x5.  No  severe  storms  were 
reported  during  the  month. 

The  month  opened  with  seasonable  temperatures,  but  a  cool  air  mass  dropped  readings  much  below  normal  on  the  2d  and  3d. 
Minima  near  or  below  50°  were  general  on  the  morning  of  the  3d.  Temperatures  rose  after  the  3d  but  remained  below  the 
seasonal  normal  for  the  following  week.  Scattered  showers  occurred  on  the  1st,  continuing  to  the  2d  in  the  south,  where 
substantial  amounts  were  registered.  Most  areas  had  showers  again  on  the  4th,  but  rainfall  amounts  generally  were  light. 
Many  localities  received  no  rainfall  of  consequence  until  the  8th  when  showers  covered  most  of  the  State.  The  showers 
continued  through  the  9th  in  the  south  and  to  the  11th  in  the  north  and  central  sections. 

Temperatures  rose  slightly  above  normal  levels  on  the  10th,  but  the  following  few  days  were  rather  cool.  Warmer  air  moved 
into  the  north  on  the  15th,  spreading  to  the  central  portion  on  the  16th.  On  the  latter  date  most  northern  and  central 
localities  enjoyed  their  highest  temperatures  of  the  month  with  afternoon  readings  reaching  the  high  80' s  and  lower  90' s. 
On  the  12th  a  rainy  spell  began  in  the  south  and  continued  through  the  15th.  Precipitation  was  heavy  during  this  period 
in  most  of  the  south,  several  stations  reporting  24-hour  amounts  of  more  than  2  inches.  Showers  occurred  commonly  on  the 
17th  and  18th  with  the  heavier  amounts  again  in  the  south. 

Cool  air  once  more  moved  into  the  State  on  the  18th,  and  temperatures  were  unseasonably  low  for  the  next  few  days.  The 
lowest  temperatures  of  the  month  occurred  on  the  mornings  of  the  20th  and  21st  with  minima  commonly  in  the  low  40' s  on 
one  or  both  days  in  the  northern  two-thirds  of  the  State.  Light  frost  was  reported  at  a  few  northern  localities  on  the 
morning  of  the  20th.  The  lowest  reading  of  the  month,  38°,  was  registered  at  Freeport  and  Minonk  on  the  20th  and  also  at 
Carlinville  on  the  21st. 

Scattered  light  showers  fell  in  the  north  on  the  22d  and  23d  and  in  the  south  on  the  24th  and  25th.  Many  northern  and 
central  localities,  however,  received  no  measurable  rainfall  from  the  11th  up  to  the  last  few  days  of  the  month,  while 
most  other  areas  were  dry  for  a  week  or  more  after  the  18th.  A  period  of  frequent  showers  began  in  the  north  on  the  26th, 
spread  to  the  south  a  day  or  two  later,  and  continued  through  the  remainder  of  the  month.  Most  of  the  State  received 
moderate  to  heavy  rainfall  during  this  period  with  the  heavier  amounts  generally  occurring  in  the  south.  Several  sta- 
tions in  the  southern  half  of  Illinois  recorded  24-hour  precipitation  amounts  of  2  inches  or  more  on  the  30th  or  31st. 

Although  hampered  by  a  late  spring  and  cool  summer,  nearly  all  Illinois  field  crops  promised  better  than  average  yields. 
Even  though  most  of  the  central  and  northern  sections  were  drier  than  usual  in  August,  crops  in  those  areas  suffered  very 
little  from  moisture  deficiency.  Damage  to  crops  by  insects  and  disease  was  much  less  than  had  been  anticipated.  There 
was  considerable  late  corn  in  northern  counties  which  would  be  endangered  by  early  frosts.  The  soybean  crop  generally 
had  podded  and  filled  well,  and  a  few  early  fields  had  turned  yellow  by  the  end  of  the  month.  The  oat  harvest  was  prac- 
tically completed  by  August  10.  Peach  and  apple  crops  were  much  lighter  than  average;  harvesting  of  peaches  in  the  south- 
ern commercial  areas  was  over  by  August  25,   and  picking  of  fall  apples  had  started  as  the  month  drew  to  a  close. --GRJ 
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In  addition  to  the  cl  imatological  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  from  Hy- 
droclimatic  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  in  the  Hydrologic 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Bydrocl Inatic  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  ReclamatioD  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 


the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the  Western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Bydrocllmatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Bydrologic  Bulletins)  which 
were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  Inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  records  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available  through 
the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and  individuals 
as  listed  in  the  Station  Index.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

September  was  rather  cool  although  temperatures  were  much  closer  to  normal  than  in  July  and  August.  Most  northern 
and  west-central  areas  were  drier  than  average  but  the  reverse  was  true  for  the  southern  and  east-central  p9rtlons. 
Sidell ,  in  Vermilion  County,  received  9.08  inches  of  rainfall  but  only  0.70  inch  fell  at  each  of  two  west-central 
communities,  Bentley  and  Rockport .  Temperatures  over  the  State  averaged  65.7°,  which  is  2.0°  below  the  September 
normal.  Cairo  averaged  warmest  with  a  mean  temperature  of  69.2°  while  Freeport's  61.2°  was  the  lowest  mean  in  the 
State.  The  highest  temperature  of  the  month,  92°,  recorded  at  Griggsville  on  the  19th  and  at  Alton  on  the  20th, 
was  the  lowest  maximum  to  be  registered  in  September  since  1918. 

Heavy  rains,  caused  by  the  remains  of  a  tropical  storm,  overspread  most  southern  and  east-central  areas  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  month  and  continued  until  the  3d  in  the  south.  Rain  also  fell  at  many  northern  and  central  local- 
ities on  the  2d.  Temperatures  were  near  seasonable  values  for  the  first  3  days  of  the  month  but  dropped  well  under 
normal  on  the  following  few  days.     Minimum  readings  often  were  in  the  40's  on  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th. 

General  showers  began  on  the  8th  and  continued  intermittently  until  the  13th.  Many  southern  localities  received 
over  2  inches  of  rain  during  this  period  but  much  of  the  north  had  only  light  rainfall.  On  the  evening  of  the  11th 
two  heavy  showers  flooded  many  streets  and  basements  in  Pekin.  Temperatures  were  above  normal  in  the  northern  and 
central  portions  between  the  9th  and  11th  but  remained  cool  in  the  southern  division.  All  of  the  State  was  rather 
cool  from  the  12th  through  the  16th. 

A  strong  southerly  circulation  brought  much  warmer  air  into  the  State  after  the  16th  and  temperatures  climbed  to  the 
mid-80' s  on  the  18th.  Readings  remained  high  in  southern  and  central  Illinois  until  the  21st,  but  somewhat  cooler 
air  pushed  into  the  northern  counties  on  the  19th.  Thundershowers  began  in  the  extreme  north  on  the  night  of  the 
18th  and  moved  southward  into  the  central  and  southern  portions  on  the  19th  and  20th.  The  showers  continued  until 
the  22d ,  with  heavy  precipitation  amounts  being  registered  in  many  northern  and  east-central  areas.  The  downpours 
caused  flooding  in  many  localities,  including  Rockford,  Freeport ,  northern  McDonough  County,  the  Mount  Carroll — 
Pleasant  Valley — Stockton  area,  and  Shelbyviile.  Lightning  destroyed  a  large  barn  near  Marengo  on  the  18th  and 
another  barn  in  McDonough  County  on  the  19th.  Hail  damaged  corn  and  soybean  crops  in  the  Harding--Serena  area  of 
LaSalle  County  on  the  21st  while  another  hailstorm  on  the  same  date  damaged  roofs,  windows,  and  corn  in  the  vicinity 
of  Galva.  High  winds  on  the  21st  resulted  in  damage  to  property  at  Chillicothe,  Hoppeston,  and  in  a  rural  area 
north  of  Decatur. 

A  cold  air  mass  swept  down  from  the  north  on  the  23d,  forcing  temperatures  to  their  lowest  values  of  the  month  on 
the  mornings  of  the  24th  and  25th.  Minimum  readings  of  31°  were  recorded  at  several  northern  stations  on  the  24th, 
and  light  frost  was  reported  in  most  sections.  Some  corn  was  nipped  by  frost  in  the  northern  quarter  of  the  State. 
Temperatures  rose  above  normal  in  the  north  by  the  27th,  but  the  extreme  south  remained  cool  until  the  29th.  Max- 
ima in  the  lower  80 's  were  common  on  the  29th.  General  showers  occurred  between  the  26th  and  28th,  but  precipita- 
tion amounts  were  quite  light  in  most  areas. 

By  the  end  of  September  about  85  per  cent  of  the  corn  crop  was  dented  or  mature.  Picking  of  seed  corn  had  begun 
and  some  corn  was  being  taken  for  feed,  but  there  was  no  general  harvesting  under  way.  Silo  filling  was  started 
early  in  the  month  and  was  still  continuing  throughout  the  State  at  the  end  of  September.  Unfavorable  weather  con- 
ditions retarded  the  soybean  harvest,  only  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the  crop  being  combined.  Over  a  quarter  of  the 
winter  wheat  acreage  had  been  sown  as  the  month  ended.  In  the  Cairo  area  cotton  picking  was  getting  under  way  in 
the  latter  part  of  September. — GRJ 


ACCNOWLEIXUUillTS 


In  addition  to  the  cllaatologlcaX  data  froa  aoue  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperatlTe  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  trou  By- 
drocllaatlc  Netvork  Stations  which  were  fomerly  reproduced  la  the  HydroXoglc 
Bulletin  Series.  The  aydroclloatlc  Network  1b  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— Mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  In  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Departwent  of  the  Ar^y ,  to  supplenent  existing  precipitation  stations  In  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  nunberlng  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  In  Its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $29,000  per  year  to  meet 
the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  fn  the  Western  StatM. 


PrevloUB  to  the  Introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  HydrocXlmatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  In  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulletins)  which 
were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  d  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  Internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dlBsemlnatlon  of  the  data,  distribution  being  United  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  Inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U .  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


October  was  quite  warm,  sunny,  and  dry,  and  the  first  month  since  June  to  average  above  normal  in 
temperature.  Since  1890  only  four  Octobers  have  exceeded  this  month's  average  of  60.7°,  which  is  4.8° 
above  normal.  Cairo  had  the  highest  mean  temperature,  66.2°,  and  Freeport  was  coolest  with  55.1°. 
Rainfall  over  the  State  averaged  only  1.30  inches,  less  than  half  of  the  October  nornial.  Much  of 
Illinois  received  less  than  an  inch  of  rain,  and  only  a  few  Chicago  area  stations  reported  over  3 
inches  of  rainfall  during  the  month.  Precipitation  totals  ranged  from  3.43  inches  at  Loyola  Univer- 
sity, Chicago,   to  only  0.04  inch  at  Alexis  in  Warren  County. 

Temperatures  reached  the  80 '  s  on  the  1st,  and  in  most  areas  on  the  2d,  but  colder  air  began  moving 
into  the  State  on  the  2d,  dropping  temperatures  to  the  upper  30' s  in  the  northwestern  quarter  on  the 
morning  of  the  3d.  Showers  accompanied  the  cold  front,  passage,  the  more  substantial  precipitation 
occurring  in  central  areas.  Cool  conditions  persisted  through  the  5th,  many  stations  registering 
their  lowest  readings  of  the  month  on  the  4th  or  5th,  when  freezing  or  near-freezing  temperatures 
were  common. 

By  the  6th,  temperatures  again  had  risen  above  normal,  but  the  next  2  or  3  days  were  cooler  as  rain 
covered  the  State  on  the  7th  and  8th,  Most  of  Illinois  received  its  heaviest  rainfall  of  October  on 
those  dates,  and  for  many  northern  areas  it  was  the  only  precipitation  of  consequence  during  the  month. 

Warmer  weather  appeared  after  the  9th,  and  daily  temperatures  remained  above  seasonal  levels,  with 
few  exceptions,  for  the  rest  of  October.  From  the  IGth  through  the  19th  maxima  usually  were  well  up  in 
the  80' s,  and  most  stations  recorded  their  highest  tenperatures  of  the  month  in  this  period.  A  max- 
imum of  92°  was  registered  at  Alton  on  the  17th  for  the  highest  temperature  reported  during  October. 

Cooler  air  moved  into  Illinois  on  the  19th,  but  temperatures  still  remained  above  normal  until  the 
23d.  Freezing  temperatures  were  common  in  the  northern  and  central  portions  on  the  morning  of  the 
25th,  On  that  date  Freeport' s  minimum  was  26°,  the  lowest  temperature  of  the  month.  Most  of  the 
southern  third  of  the  State  received  substantial  rainfall  between  the  21st  and  23d,  over  2  inches  of 
rain  occurring  at  a  few  localities. 

The  last  several  days  of  October  were  unseasonably  warm,  as  temperatures  rose  rapidly  after  the  25th. 
Maxima  generally  reached  the  middle  or  upper  80' s  on  the  30th  and  31st  to  set  new  records  for  so  late 
in  autumn.  Some  central  and  southern  stations  also  recorded  their  highest  readings  of  the  month  on 
the  30th.  Showers  covered  most  of  northern  and  central  Illinois  on  the  26th-27th ,  but  precipitation 
amounts  were  light  on  the  whole.  A  barn  was  destroyed  by  lightning  near  Lostant ,  in  LaSalle  County,  f 
on  the  26th. 

October's  weather  was  favorable  for  harvesting  operations.  Good  drying  conditions  allowed  corn  picking 
to  become  general  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  Soybean  combining  proceeded  rapidly  and,  despite  ^ 
a  late  start,  was  nearly  completed  at  the  end  of  October.  Winter  wheat  seeding  was  practically  com-  I 
pleted,  and  the  crop  was  showing  good  stands  and  growth.  Fall  plowing,  however,  was  hampered  by  dry  i 
soil  conditions  in  many  areas.  Frosts  caused  some  crop  damage  early  in  the  month,  mainly  in  the  north-  ; 
ernmost  counties,  but  crops  were  out  of  danger  when  killing  frosts  hit  much  of  the  State  on  the  25th.  1 
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tion. It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  Intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 


PrevlouB  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydrocllmatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Fydrologlc  Bulletins)  which 
were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

Wide  variations  in  temperatures  featured  November's  weather,  but  on  the  whole  the  month  was  very  cold.  The  mean 
temperature  for  the  State  was  36.5°,  or  5.7°  below  normal,  colder  than  any  November  since  1911.  East  Saint  Louis 
and  Flora  each  registered  86°  on  the  1st,  while  Freeport's  temperature  dropped  to  12°  below  zero  on  the  24th. 
The  northern  and  west-central  portions  of  the  State  were  rather  dry,  but  rainfall  was  heavy  near  the  Wabash  and 
Ohio  Rivers,  precipitation  for  the  State  averaging  2.82  inches,  or  0.20  inch  above  normal.  Total  precipitation 
at  individual  stations  ranged  from  0.58  inch  at  Avon  to  8.94  inches  at  Lawrenceville .  Snowfall  during  the  month 
averaged  3.1  inches,  more  than  double  the  November  normal.     Sunshine  was  deficient  during  November. 

Unseasonably  high  temperatures  prevailed  as  the  month  began,  continuing  a  warm  spell  which  began  in  late  October. 
Nearly  all  of  the  State  reached  the  80' s  on  the  1st,  setting  new  records  for  the  month  at  many  stations.  A  cold 
air  mass  pushed  through  the  State  on  the  night  of  the  1st,  however,  and  dropped  temperatures  under  normal  for 
the  next  few  days.  By  the  4th  or  5th  killing  frosts  were  reported  in  all  sections  of  the  State  which  had  escaped 
freezing  temperatures  earlier  in  the  season.  Warmer  air  began  moving  into  Illinois  on  the  5th  and  milder  temper- 
atures prevailed  through  the  7th.  Scattered  showers  occurred  during  the  first  four  days  of  the  month,  but  pre- 
cipitation amounts  were  mostly  light.     Many  northern  and  central  localities  had  snow  flurries  on  the  3d  or  4th. 

A  second  surge  of  cold  air  brought  temperatures  down  on  the  8th,  and  unseasonably  cold  weather  covered  the  State 
through  the  13th.  The  10th  and  11th  were  especially  cold,  with  minimum  temperatures  on  the  morning  of  the  11th 
between  10°  and  20°  in  nearly  all  areas.  Precipitation,  mainly  in  the  form  of  rain,  covered  the  State  between 
the  7th  and  10th,    the  heavier  amounts  occurring  in  the  south. 

Temperatures  rose  above  seaoonal  values  again  on  the  14th  and  remained  warm  through  the  19th,  with  the  exception 
of  brief  cooling  on  the  17th.  Maximum  readings  in  the  60's  were  common  on  the  15th,  and  near  the  Mississippi 
River  some  central  and  northern  localities  reached  the  70' s.  General  showers  brought  light  to  moderate  precipi- 
tation on  the  15th.  Rain,  followed  by  light  snow  in  the  north  and  central  sections,  fell  on  the  19th-20th,  the 
heaviest  rainfall  occurring  mainly  in  the  southeast. 

A  prolonged  cold  spell  began  on  the  20th  and  temperatures  remained  well  below  normal,  with  few  exceptions,  for 
the  remainder  of  November.  A  very  cold  air  mass  moved  into  the  State  on  the  23d,  followed  by  below-zero  tempera- 
tures in  most  areas  on  the  24th  or  25th.  The  minima  of  the  latter  dates  generally  were  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
so  early  in  the  season.  The  cold  front  passage  of  the  23d  was  accompanied  by  strong  winds  and  snow,  making  driv- 
ing conditions  hazardous.  High  winds  on  the  25th  and  26th  caused  minor  property  damage  in  some  areas.  Most  of 
northern  and  central  Illinois  received  snow  on  the  26th,  the  snow  accumulating  to  several  inches  in  eastern  locali- 
ties and  drifting  badly.  Gradual  warming  took  place  during  the  last  few  days  of  November,  and  temperatures  were 
near  normal  as  the  month  ended. 

The  growing  season  was  terminated  by  freezing  temperatures  throughout  the  State  on  the  4th  and  5th,  but  all  major 
crops  had  matured  by  then.  Aided  by  favorable  weather  conditions  during  most  of  the  month,  the  corn  harvest  pro- 
ceeded rapidly.  Corn  picking  was  completed  before  the  end  of  November  in  some  central  areas  and  was  well  along 
in  the  remainder  of  the  State  except  in  the  extreme  southeast,  where  wet  fields  delayed  harvesting  operations. 
Combining  of  soybeans  and  seeding  of  winter  wheat  were  practically  completed  early  in  the  month.  Grains  and 
grasses  entered  the  winter  season   in  good  condit'ion. — GRJ 
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In  addition  to  the  climatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  from  By- 
drocllnatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  In  the  Hydrologic 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydrocllmatlc  Network  Is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— Bostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplement  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintalnod  by  the  Weather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  t250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Departsent  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $130,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Beclaaation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 


the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  in  the  Western  States. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydrocllmatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Hydrologic  Bulletins)  whicb 
were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dlssemiuation  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologic  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau.  Washington

The  four  digit  identification  numbers  in  the  index  number  column  of  the  Station  Index  are  assigned  on  a  state  basis.  There  wHi  be  no  duplication  of  numbers 
within  a  state. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW ,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Observation  times  given  in  the  Station  Index  are  in  local  standard  time. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  for  the  preceding  12  months  will  be  carried  in  the  June  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,   are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in 
miles.     Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  Table  6. 

Sleet  and  hail  were  included  in  snowfall  averages  in  Table  1,  beginning  with  July  1948. 

Amounts  in  Table  4  are  from  recording  gages.     Traces  are  not  shown. 

Amounts  in  Table  3  are  from  non-recording  gages,  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Data  in  Tables  3.   5,  6,  and  snowfall  data  in  Table  7  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.     See  the  Station  Index  for  observation  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  Table  7  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  CAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  1830  CST.

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ILLINOIS  -  DECEMBER,  1950

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

Unseasonably  low  temperatures  prevailed  most  of  the  month,  giving  Illinois  its  coldest  Decebber  since  1917.  The  mean 
temperature  for  the  State  was  23.3°,  or  7.9°  below  normal,  while  means  at  individual  stations  ranged  from  15.1°  at  Free- 
port  and  also  at  the  Rockford  CAA  station,  to  34.0°  at  Cairo.  On  the  27th  a  temperature  of  29°  below  zero  was  registered 
at  Freeport  ,  equaling  the  December  minimum  record  for  Illinois.  Harrisburg's  74°  on  the  2d  was  the  highest  reported. 
Most  of  the  month's  precipitation  was  in  the  form  of  snow,  the  snowfall  averaging  9.8  inches,  more  than  twice  the  December 
normal.  Chicago  had  the  greatest  amount  of  snow,  27.1  inches,  while  Golconda  and  Elizabethtown  each  received  only  an 
inch.  Three  tornadoes  struck  in  southwestern  Illinois  on  the  2d,  taking  three  lives  and  causing  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  property  damage. 

Mild  temperatures  covered  most  of  Illinois  on  the  1st  and  continued  into  the  2d.  Scattered  light  showers  occurred  on  the 
1st,  and  thundershowers  were  common  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  2d  as  cold  air  moved  into  the  State.  Tornadoes 
formed  ahead  of  the  advancing  cold  front  in  the  southwest,  and  severe  hailstorms  hit  several  localities  in  Madison  County. 
High  winds  took  down  a  240-foot  radio  station  tower  at  Effingham  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2d. 

After  the  2d  temperatures  dropped  below  normal  and  remained  low  for  nearly  3  weeks.  From  the  3d  to  the  end  of  the  month 
nearly  all  precipitation  occurred  in  the  form  of  snow.  Snow  blanketed  the  State  between  the  5th  and  8th,  accumulating 
to  several  inches   in  most   sections.     Lighter  snowfalls  occurred  frequently  thereafter  until  the  middle  of  the  month. 

During  the  latter  half  of  December  no  precipitation  of  consequence  was  reported  in  southern  or  west-central  areas.  North- 
ern and  east-central  localities  generally  received  1  to  3  inches  of  snow  on  the  19th,  and  the  northeast  and  extreme  north 
had  several  inches  added  on  the  25th-26th.  Temperatures  finally  moderated  on  the  21st  and  held  above  normal  for  a  few 
days,  but  then  dipped  once  more  and  remained  below  normal  until  the  31st.  Readings  were  especially  low  in  the  north  on 
the  27th,  several  stations  registering  minima  under  20°  below  zero. 

The  cold  weather  and  above-normal  snowfall  of  December  limited  field  work,  but  the  snow  cover  was  advantageous  to  winter 
grain  crops.  Winter  wheat  generally  was  in  good  to  excellent  condition,  with  root  systems  well  developed.  Except  in 
some  southern  areas  the  corn  harvest  had  been  virtually  completed  before  the  beginning  of  the  month. 


TORNADOES  OF  DECEMBER  2 

Three  tornadoes  formed  before  an  advancing  cold  front  in  southwestern  Illinois  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2d.  The  first  of 
these  storms  originated  near  Fosterburg  about  3:00  P.M.,  and  then  traveled  aloft  25  miles  before  striking  near  Mount  Olive. 
One  man  was  killed  and  three  other  persons  were  injured  near  Mount  Olive  when  their  automobile  was  blown  off  the  highway. 
Property  damage,   including  a  barn  destroyed  by  lightning,  was  estimated  at  $12,000. 

The  most  damaging  tornado  of  the  day  formed  near  Highland  about  4:00  P.M.  and  moved  22  miles  east-northeast,  hitting  Poca- 
hontas and  Greenville,  the  funnel  being  aloft  over  much  of  the  storm's  path.  Two  women  were  killed  and  25  persons  were 
injured  at  Greenville,  where  the  storm  caused  heavy  property  loss.  About  100  homes  were  damaged  in  Greenville,  some  of 
them  being  total  losses,  and  utility  lines  were  crippled.  Property  damage  was  estimated  at  over  a  half-million  dollars, 
most  of  it  occurring  in  Greenville. 

A  third  tornado  began  about  4  miles  northwest  of  Sparta  at  5:30  P.M.  and  moved  11  miles  east-northeastward  through  rural 
areas  of  Randolph  County.  Several  farm  properties  and  an  abandoned  coal  mine  were  heavily  damaged.  At  Tilden,  2  miles 
north  of  the  tornado's  path,  heavy  hail  broke  many  windows  and  damaged  roofs.  Total  damage  by  the  tornado  and  hail  was 
estimated  at  $75,000.     No  injuries  were  reported. 

A  severe  hailstorm  which  began  in  Saint  Louis  County,  Missouri,  struck  the  Granite  City--Madison--Venice--Nameoki--Mitchell 
area  of  Madison  County  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2d.  A  large  number  of  windows  were  broken,  many  roofs  were  pierced,  and 
some  automobiles  were  dented.  Other  communities  in  Madison  County  reporting  some  hail  damage  were  Collinsville ,  Mary- 
ville,  Troy,   and  Marine.     Total  property  loss  due  to  the  storm  approximated  $150,000. 


ACQIOWLEDGIIENTS 


In  addition  to  the  cl  Isatological  data  froa  soae  6,000  leather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  froa  Hy- 
drocllmatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  Id  the  Bydrologic 
Bulletin  Series.  The  BydrocllMtic  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
— wostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continuous  records  of  praclplta- 
tion.  It  was  established  in  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Oepartwent  of  the  Aray,  to  supplewent  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  This  Network, 
now  nunberlng  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  leather  Bureau  through  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  leather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  meet 
the  Increasing  needs  of  their  program  fn  the  lestern  States. 


Previous  to  the  Introduction  of  this  bulletin  series,  data  from  Hydroclimatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  in  bulletins  (Bydrologic  Bulletins)  which 
were  Issued  monthly  for  each  of  8  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  internal  requirm- 
ments  of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Bydrologic  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  Inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  U.  S.  leather  Bureau,  lashlngton 
25,  D.  C.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


ConBlderlng  the  entire  year  of  1950,  weather  lo  Illinois  was  cold  and  wet. 
Teaperatures  during  the  first  2  months  were  mild  and  precipitation  was  heavy, 
resulting  In  floods  in  the  south;  but  practically  all  of  the  spring  and  summer 
months  were  unusually  cool.  Precipitation  for  this  period  averaged  fairly 
close  to  the  normal.  The  cool  weather  continued  Into  the  fall,  with  precipita- 
tion below  normal,  except  October  was  unusually  mild  and  quite  dry.  The  year 
ended  with  a  very  cold  December,  with  less  than  the  normal  precipitation  but 
an  unusually  large  amount  of  snow. 

Crops  got  off  to  a  late  start  because  of  wet  weather  and  did  not  make  a  rapid 
recovery  during  the  summer  due  to  cold  temperatures  and  inadequate  sunshine. 
However,  fine  growing  weather  during  most  of  October  brought  vegetation  to 
maturity,  and  crops  turned  out  better  than  had  been  expected  early  in  the 
season . 

ffEATHER  BY  MOKTHS  -  1950 

JANUARY  -  This  month  was  mild  and  wet.  Precipitation,  mainly  In  the  form  of 
rain,  averaged  heavier  than  any  January  in  the  61  years  of  State-wide  records. 
Temperatures  averaged  well  above  normal  to  bring  the  warmest  January  since 
1939.  Due  to  high  temperatures  snowfall  was  much  below  the  amount  normally 
expected.  Flood  and  storm  damage  was  rather  heavy.  Flood  damage  along  the 
Wabash,  Saline,  Embarrass,  and  Ohio  Rivers,  was  estimated  at  $1,845,000.  Tor- 
nado damage  during  the  month  accounted  for  damage  estimated  at  $225,000. 

FEBRUARY  -  The  prevailing  trend  of  wet  weather  coutlnued  during  this  month, 
with  precipitation  much  above  normal.  It  was  the  wettest  February  since  1909, 
with  the  heaviest  amounts  occurring  in  the  south,  where  the  floods  of  the  pre- 
ceding month  continued.  Mean  temperatures  were  a  little  above  normal,  with 
rather  mild  weather  the  first  half  and  mostly  sub-normal  the  latter  half.  Snow- 
fall was  heavy  in  northeastern  sections,  but  many  of  the  southernmost  counties 
reported  only  a  Trace  during  the  entire  month.  A  severe  Ice  storm  struck  the 
northern  quarter  of  the  State  on  the  13th,  causing  an  estimated  $3,500,000 
damage,  mostly  in  the  Chicago  area.  The  flood  waters  which  developed  in  Janu- 
ary, receded  but  little  during  the  month;  but  no  new  areas  were  flooded,  and 
additional  flood  damage  during  the  month  brought  the  total  for  both  January 
and  February  above  the  $2,000,000  mark. 

MARCH  -  March  brought  a  change  from  the  mild,  wet  weather  of  the  two  preceding 
months  of  the  year,  with  both  temperature  and  precipitation  averaging  below 
normal.  This  was  the  first  month  since  September  1949  to  be  colder  than  nor- 
mal. Rivers  receded  from  the  high  levels  prevailing  during  the  two  preceding 
months,  and  storm  damage  was  light.  Two  small  tornadoes  hit  rural  sections 
of  Champaign  County  on  the  26th,  but  estimated  damage  was  only  $2,000. 

APRIL  -  The  trend  toward  below-normal  temperatures,  which  began  in  March,  con- 
tinued during  this  month  to  bring  the  coldest  Apr  11  in  43  years .  However , 
precipitation  totals  for  the  State  averaged  much  above  normal.  April's  low 
temperatures  and  heavy  precipitation  retarded  field  work  for  the  beginning  of 
the  crop  season.  Vegetation  in  general  was  retarded,  and  the  condition  of  win- 
ter grains  was  reported  below  average.  An  ice  storm  which  covered  most  of  th^ 
northern  quarter  of  the  State  on  the  9th,  Easter  Sunday,  accounted  for  property 
losses  estimated  at  $1,500,000. 

MAY  -  ThJ,s  month  was  somewhat  warmer  and,  ejtcept  in  the  extreme  south,  much 
drier  than  normal.  Precipitation  was  lighter  than  any  May  since  1934  in  the 
northern  third  ,  and  since  1939  In  the  central  portion.  Crop  prospects  im- 
proved during  the  month,  but  they  were  still  below  normal.  Oat  sowing  was  com- 
pleted by  the  middle  of  the  month,  after  being  delayed  by  wet  weather  in  April. 
Widespread  high  winds  developed  over  the  northern  half  of  the  State  on  the  5th. 
Winds  of  60  miles  per  hour  were  commop  In  the  north,  with  gusts  to  80  miles  per 
hour,  and  blowing  dust  made  driving  hazardous.  Damage  from  this  windstorm  was 
minor  but  widespread,  with  total  property  losses  estimated  at  $500,000. 

JUNE  -  Temperatures  during  June  were  a  little  cooler  than  average,  and  most  of 
the  State  received  considerably  more  rainfall  than  normally  falls  during  the 


month.  The  average  total  rainfall  for  the  northern  third  was  greater  than  any 
previous  June  since  1924.  Crops  were  developing  satisfactorily  as  the  month 
ended.  The  only  weather-caused  damages  reported  were  from  fires,  which  resulted 
from  lightning,  at  some  local  points  in  the  north  and  from  local  flooding  due 
to  thunderstorm  rains;   these  damages  totaled  $100,000. 

JULY  -  The  month  was  quite  cool  with  temperatures  averaging  lower  than  in  any 
July  since  1924.  The  month's  precipitation  averaged  above  normal.  Highest 
temperature  recorded  at  any  station  during  the  month  was  98°,  which  was  the 
lowest  July  maximum  In  the  61-year  record  of  State-wide  observations.  Tem- 
peratures of  100°  or  higher  usually  occur  during  July,  but  the  prevailing  cool 
weather  prevented  their  occurrence  In  July  1950.  Despite  the  cool  weather, 
crops  made  satisfactory  progress  although  their  development  was  somewhat  behind 
that  of  last  year  at  the  end  of  July.  No  destructive  storms  or  floods  were 
reported . 

AUGUST  -  Cool  weather  continued  during  August.  The  mean  temperature  was  the 
lowest  since  1927.  Rainfall  was  deficient  in  most  of  the  northern  two-thirds, 
but  the  southern  third  received  heavy  rains,  reversing  the  distribution  pattern 
of  the  preceding  two  months.  As  in  July,  temperatures  of  100"^  or  higher  are 
common  during  this  month,  but  the  highest  recorded  lo  the  State  was  96".  Crops 
continued  to  develop,  and  the  unfavorable  coolness  prevailing  thus  far  during 
the  growing  season  was  probably  offset  by  less-than-normal  Insect  and  disease 
damage.     No  storms  or  floods  of  consequence  occurred  during,  the  month. 

SEPTEMBER  -  September  was  rather  cool  ,  but  temperatures  averaged  much  closer 
to  normal  than  in  July  and  August.  Most  northern  and  west-central  areas  were 
drier  than  normal,  but  the  reverse  was  true  for  the  remainder  of  the  State. 
Corn  and  soybeans  were  a  little  behind  normal  development  at  the  close  of  the 
month,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  winter  grain  acreage  had  been  sown.  Some 
local  damage  was  reported  from  hall  during  the  month,  but  no  major  storm  damage 
occurred . 

OCTCffiER  -  This  month  was  quite  warm,  sunny,  and  dry,  and  was  the  first  month 
since  June  to  show  an  average  temperature  In  excess  of  normal.  Since  1890 
only  four  other  Octobers  exceeded  this  month's  average  temperature.  Precipi- 
tation was  less  than  half  of  the  month's  normal,  and  much  of  the  State  received 
less  than  an  inch  of  rain  during  the  entire  period.  Unseasonably  warm  weather 
at  the  end  of  the  month  brought  new  maximum  temperature  records  for  so  late  in 
the  season  to  a  number  of  points.  Host  harvesting  operations  were  completeo 
during  the  month,  and  winter  grains  got  off  to  a  good  start.  Killing  frost 
occurred  over  much  of  the  State  on  the  25th,  but  practically  all  crops  were 
matured  and  no  appreciable  frost  damage  was  reported.  Other  than  a  few  locally 
severe  thunderstorms,  no  damaging  storms  developed  during  the  month. 

NOVEMBER  -  Temperatures  during  November  were  well  below  normal,  with  the  month 
being  colder  than  any  November  since  1911.  The  warm  weather  at  the  close  of 
the  preceding  month  continued  Into  the  early  part  of  November,  setting  new 
maximum  temperature  records  for  November  at  a  number  of  points.  However, 
after  the  first  few  days,  much  colder  weather  moved  into  the  State  and  pre- 
vailed for  the  remainder  of  the  month.  The  cold  intensified  as  the  month  pro- 
gressed, culminating  in  new  low  records  for  so  early  in  the  season  at  a  number 
of  points  on  the  24th  and  25th.  Precipitation  averaged  slightly  above  normal 
for  the  month,  with  large  amounts  falling  near  the  Ohio  and  Wabash  Rivers.  The 
season's  first  snow  fell  in  northern  and  central  sections  on  the  3d  and  4th. 
Harvesting  operations  progressed  during  the  month  under  conditions  not  very 
favorable  because  of  the  cold  weather.     No  storms  of  consequence  were  reported. 

DECEMBER  -  Unseasonably  low  temperatures  prevailed  most  of  the  month,  bringing 
the  State  Its  coldest  December  since  1917.  Precipitation  during  the  month  was 
below  normal.  Most  of  the  precipitation  fell  as  snow,  which  totaled  more  than 
twice  the  December  average.  Cold  weather  and  snow  limited  field  work,  but  the 
snow  cover  was  favorable  for  winter  grains.  Three  tornadoes,  coupled  with  a 
damaging  hailstorm,  did  much  damage  In  southern  sections  on  the  2d.  Total 
damage  was  close  to  one  million  dollars . --PFS 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


In  addition  to  the  cl  Imatologlcal  data  from  some  6,000  Weather  Bureau  and 
cooperative  weather  stations,  this  bulletin  series  contains  records  froii  Hy- 
droclimatlc  Network  Stations  which  were  formerly  reproduced  In  the  Hydrologlc 
Bulletin  Series.  The  Hydroclimatic  Network  is  a  nationwide  net  of  rain  gages 
--mostly  of  the  recording  type  which  produce  continaous  records  of  precipita- 
tion. It  was  established  In  1939  at  the  request  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  supplenent  existing  precipitation  stations  in  order 
to  provide  records  of  rainfall  intensity  which  were  essential  to  the  planning 
of  flood  control  and  related  works  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  This  Network, 
now  numbering  about  2,000  recording,  and  1,000  non-recording  rain  gages,  has 
been  maintained  by  the  Weather  Bureau  /'rough  working  funds  transferred  an- 
nually to  the  Weather  Bureau  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  These  transfers  av- 
eraged about  $250,000  per  year  between  1940  and  1944,  and  nearly  $375,000 
since  that  date.  For  the  years  1940-42,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  trans- 
ferred about  $100,000  per  year  to  provide  data  required  in  Its  work,  and  since 
1947  the  Bureau  of  Reclaaation  has  transferred  about  $25,000  per  year  to  aeet 
the  increasing  needs  of  their  prograa  fn  the  Western  States. 


previous  to  the  Introduction  of  thle  bulletin  series,  data  fron  Hydrocllnatlc 
Network  stations  were  presented  In  bulletins  (Hydrologlc  Bulletins)  which 
were  issued  monthly  for  each  of  6  drainage  areas  embracing  the  entire  United 
States,  but  since  the  Network  was  established  to  meet  the  Internal  require- 
ments of  the  Federal  agencies  referred  to  above,  no  provision  was  made  for 
public  dissemination  of  the  data,  distribution  being  limited  to  cooperating 
agencies  and  to  certain  public  repositories.  A  list  of  locations  where  ref- 
erence copies  of  the  Hydrologlc  Bulletin  Series  are  available  for  Inspection 
may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  Chief,  D.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

Many  other  recordfi  published  in  this  bulletin  have  been  made  available  through 
the  cooperation  of  various  public  offices,  private  agencies,  and  individuals 
as  listed  In  the  Station  Index.
